PLANS UPSET. 


Forward Movement ol 
Troops Postponed. 


No Advance on Porto Rico or 
Cuba Just Yet, 


Elements of Uncertainty Must 
First Be Removed. 


CERVERA’S FLEET A FACTOR, 


Its Presence at Santiago not 
Fully Demonstrated. 


Steps Taken to Ascertain if it 
is Really There. 


Meantime All Military Plans are 
Held in Abeyance. 


DEARTH OF OFFICIAL ADVICES 


Mystery Surrounds Movements of 
the American Squadron Off the 
Cuban Const—Organization of 
New Volunteer Forces Delayed. 


[ASSQCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The mili- 
tary situation, as at present determined 
upen by those in authority, is to make 
no forward movement of troops, eith@r 
upon Pcrto Rico or Cuba, until full 
and ccfinite information is received as 
ta the 'ocation of the Spanish squadron 


and its pvussibility as a factor in the 


aggressive movements of Spain. 

That being the positive determination, 
there is no present purpose to hurry 
forward the troops now at the several 
points of concentration, but the inter- 
val prior to an aggressive forward 


movement will be employed in season# 


ing the men. 

Steps have been taken to secure 
early information as to whether Ad- 
miral Cervera’s squadron is inside of 
Santiago Harbor and whether the 
American squadron has such advantage 
of position outside the harbor as to 
make the escape of the Spaniards prac- 
tically impossible. In the absence of 
positive information that the Spanish 
admiral has been shut in at Santiago, 
together with the certainty that he can 
be held inside the harbor, there is no 
purpose whatever on the part of the 
War Department to make an aggres- 
sive forward movement on Cuba or 
Porto Rico. This was stated tonight 
in the most positive manner and from 
an authoritative source. 

Unless the Navy Department suc- 
ceeds in securing some direct and offi- 
cial information respecting the Span- 
ish and American fleets within the next 
twenty-four hours through the aid of 
the West Indian cables, it will resort 
to the use of dispatch boats. 

It can be again affirmed on the high- 
estauthority that at the close of the day 
the department had nothing more than 
a belief, founded upon unofficial ad- 
vices, that the Spanish squadron was 
lying in Santiago Harbor, and no news 
as to Commodore Schley’s where- 
abouts. However, the majority of the 
officials of the Navy Department en- 
tertain no doubt that Cervera is with- 
in Santiago Harbor, and they have suc- 
ceeded in impressing this belief upon 
the President and the members of the 
Cabinet. 

MYSTIFYING REPORTs. 

The reports from the newspaper dis- 
patch boats as to the movements of 
Sampson’s and Schley’s squadrons dur- 
ing the past week are very mystifying. 
even to the naval officers here, and one 
of them called attention to a statement 
coming from the West Indies to the 
effect that twelve war vessels were 
seen for a short time off Cienfuegos. 
on Wednesdaq. This, he thought, was 
Schley’ squadron, and in that case he 
could scarcely have covered the dis- 
tance between Ciefuegos and San- 
tiago with a slow moving fleet of 
ironclads in less than two days, in 
which case Schley would not be due off 


Santiago until some time today. Of 


course, all this is speculative, but it 

shows that there is still an element of 

doubt in the department's calculations 

as to the whereabouts of the fleets. 
MR. HOLLAND'S OFFER. 

It was announced today that Hol- 
land, the inventor of the submarine 
boat of that name was expected here 
tomorrow to discuss with Capt. O’Neil, 
Chief of Ordnance, the feasfbility of us- 
ing the novel craft in an attack upon 
the Spanish squadron at Santiago if 
the vessels are still there. The. officials 
are disposed to receive in a kindly 
spirit any suggestion that might prove 


to be valuable in this line, and they | 


will talk with Mr. Holland over the de- 
tails of his scheme. 
ORGANIZING NEW TROOPS. 

An important phase to the military 
programme is a decision not to take 
up the details of organizing the new 
force of 75.000 volunteers for at least 
a week or ten days. At the Cabinet 
meeting today, inquiry was made of 
Secretary Alger as to what steps he 
proposed taking in the organizing of 
this large additional force of volun- 
teers. His reply was that he had 
not even considered the details of this 
question. and that his plan was not 
to take up the matter for a week or 
ten days. In the mean time. no con- 
clusion has been reached as to 
whether a portion of the 75,000 volun- 
teers will be used to recruit the regi- 
ments remaining unfilled under the 
first call for 125,000 volunteers, which 
would take about 40.000 men from the 
second calle This would leave 35,000 
men to be organized in distinctly new 
regiments. It would have the advan- 
tage of filling every regiment in the 
service, instead of leaving most of 
them with a depleted organization. On 
the other hand, it would destroy the 
integritv of this force of 75.000 volun- 
teers as a second reserve. 

The War Department is anxious to 
obtain the views of the Governors of 
the States and Territories. in regard 
to the filling to their maximum 
strength the regiments already  fur- 
nished bv them, under the first call 
of the President. and with this object 
in view, Adit.-Gen, Corbin today sent 
telezrams asking the several Govern- 
ors to make recommendations to the 
department on this subject. . 

COLORED OFFICERS ELIGIBLE. 

A number of minor points’coming up 
constantly in relation to the second call 
for volunteers are being passed upon in 
a general way at this time. For in- 
stance, the question arose today as to 
whether colored officers, as well as col- 
ored troops, would be taken as a part 
of the organizations offered. Gen. Al- 
ger at once decided that if a colored 
company had efficient, soldierly colored 
officers, they were as much entitled to 
recognition and acceptance in the mili- 
tary service as were the troops them- 
selves. He made this decision known 
to the Governor of Indiana, who asked 
for information, and he stated ihe sanie 
thing to Representative Hull of towa, 
who has an organization of colored men 
with colored officers in his district. In 
this connection it developed that col- 
ored men are being considered for some 
of the staff appointments, ani the 
Surgeon-General of the army has ac- 
cepted a colored man as a surgeon, 
with the rank of captain. The colored 
surgeon will be assigned to a colored 
regiment, and colored troops and col- 
ored officers will be kept together as 
far as possibic. . 

DISPATCHES FROM SAMPSON. 


There is reason to believe that the 
naval officials tonight received § dis- 
patches from Admiral Sampson, _ al- 


though at 11:30 p.m. no bulletins had 
been made public. The Associated 
Press has already announced that at 
2 o’clock this morning, the dispatch 
boat Dolphin of Commodore Schley’s 
squadron. ran alongsfie the flagship 
New York, which was then off Ha- 
vana, and informed her that she bore 
dispatches for Admiral Sampson from 
Commodore Schley. It is considered 
probable that these dispatches  con- 
tained information of the precise 
whereabouts of the Cape Verde squad- 
ron and quite naturally the informa- 
tion would be sent to the naval au- 
thorities here as soon as boats and 
telegraph wires could carry it. 

That the naval officials have received 
information is not doubted, but as yet, 
they have not admitted the fact. 


HARD TIMES AT HAVANA, 


Harrowing Tales Told by Refugees 
from the Beleaguered City. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, May 27.—The Press 
says that among the twenty-seven pas- 
sengers which the British steamship 
Arecuna, chartered by the War De- 
partment, brought here from Mexican 
ports, were three families of refugees 
from Havana. With many others, they 
escaped from Havana to Vera Cruz on 
the French steamer Lafayette. 

The refugees are José Otero, his wife 
and five children; Alfredo de la Ferte, 
wife and two children, and Mrs. F. C. 
de Meranda. They say the Lafayette 
tried to purchase coal, but Gen. Blanco 
would allow none to be sold. The lim- 
ited supply now there is being guarded 
jealously, and at night the city is in 
complete darkness. 

The electric plant has been shut 
down, all factories where coal is used 
as fuel are stopped, and the gas and 
waterworks are forced to get along 
with as little coal as possible. For this 
reason water is scarce, 

When the Lafayette sailed for Vera 
Cruz there was a stampede to get out 
of the city. Fully 15,000 Spaniards and 
Cubans had obtained passports to 
leave, but exorbitant prices for pas- 
sege were demanded, and only a part 
of them could afford to pay the rate 
demanded. As it was, the Lafayette 
took 1200 men, women and children 
away from Havana, all that she was 
able to carry. There were thousands 
left, who, although willing to pay the 
price asked, could not get passage, and 
they ran about like mad men; offering 
the fortunate ones twice the amount 
they had paid for tickets, 

A passenger named Xiques. paid $1400 
for passage for himself, wife and two 
children. Many others paid as high-as 
$1000 each, and they were compelled to 
sleep on the decks or wherever they 
could find room to lie down. Three 
miserable days were spent on the 


|} Lafayette with only a scanty allowance 


of food for each passenger. Nearly al] 
the passengers were Wealthy Spanish 
merchants in Havana and other Cuban 
citizens. José Utero, who brought his 
wife and three daughters to this city, 
was formerly connected with the city 
government in Havana. He said: 
“When I left Havana, it was said 
that the insurgents were only fifteen 
miles from the city, and at night the 
lights of their campfires could be seen 
burning in the hills. From fear of 
bombardment by the United States 
warships and attack by insurgents, the

CALLED A RAG. 


Marshal Rivera Insults 
Our Flag. 


He Says it Shall Never Float 
Over Manila’s Walls, 


One of Dewey’s Ships Arrives at 
Hongkong With Sick Officers. 


Capt. Gridley of the Olympia Among 
the Alling—Situation at Manila 
Unchanged — Natives Quiet —The 
Baltimore not Wrecked. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

MADRID, May 27, 4 p.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] In the Senate today, 
Marshal Rivera, former captain-gen- 
eral of the Philippines, defended his 
administration of the colony. He said 
he could not believe his ears when he 
was told of the disaster at Cavite, 
adding: 

“That rag, called the American flag, 
shall never float over the walls of Ma- 
nila.’’ 

“The Yankees are deceiving them- 
selves.’’ Marshal Rivera declared, ‘as 
to the situation at the Philippines. It 
is absolutely impossible that they 
should become masters of the islands, 
for the natives, to an immense mafJor- 
ity. are determined to defend the ter- 
ritory to the last, and maintain Span- 
ish sovereignty.” 


In the Chamber of Deputies, Sefior 


Romero Giron, the Minister for the 
Colonies. replying to questions | re- 
specting the authorization given the 


Governor of the Philippines to concede 
administrative reform, said Capt.- 
Gen. Augusti had been authortzed to 
act in the manner he deemed most de- 
sirable to draw the natives to the 
Spanish side. 
CAPT. GRIDLEY ILL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT ] 
WASHINGTON, May 27.—Navy offi- 
cers tonight confirm the news of the 
Associated Press that the auxillary 
xunboat Zafiro had arrive’ at Hore- 
kong from Manila. She brought to 
Hongkong Capt. Charles Gridley of Ad- 
miral Dewey's flagship Olympia, who 
is weported ill. The Navy Depart- 
ment officials are in receipt of confirma. 
tory news of Capt. Gridley’s illness, 
but no information is given as to the 
nature or seriousness of his sickness. 
Who the other two officers reported 
invalided were could not be ascertained. 
That the Zafiro brought to Hongkong 
dispatches from Admiral Dewey is cer- 
tain. but there contents beyond the 
mere announcement of the officials at 
the Navy Department, of Capt. Grid- 
ley’s illness, are locked yet in the re- 
cesses of the Bureau of Navigation. 
GRIDLEY COMING HOME. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
WASHINGTON, May 28. — At 1 
o'clock this morning it was announced 
positively at the Navy Department 


that Capt. Gridley of the Olympia had 


been invalided home. He will pre 
ceed from Hongkong to the United 
States, probably immediately, if he 


The department to- 
night notified Mrs. Gridley that the 
captain was coming home. The nature 
of his illness is not known. 

The statement in the Associated 
Press dispatch that two other officers 
of Admiral Dewey's fleet were also 
on the invalided list is thougat by the 
naval officials to be a mistake, as the 


is able to travel. 


Navy Department has no information 


of the kind. 

No information concerning the ad- 
vice meceived from Admiral Dewey 
could be made public tonight, but it 
is unofficially understood that the dis- 
patches contain nothing of a startling 
nature. The department is satisfied, 
therefore, that the story of the explo- 
sion on the cruiser Baltimore is with- 
out foundation. 

NO CHANGE AT MANILA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

HONGKONG, May  27.—(Midnight, 
Greenwich time.) The United States 
auxiliary gunboat Zafiro, formerly a 
British merchant steamer, but now 
commissioned, mounting four guns and 
in charge of a lieutenant-commander 
of the United States navy, has just ar- 
rived here from Manila, having on 
board the captain of the first-class 
cruiser Olympia, the flagship of Rear- 
Admiral Dewey, and two officers, who 
have been invalided. 

The situation at Manila is unchanged. 
The insurgents are quiet.

The report that the commander of 
the Spanish gunboat Callao was tried 
by court-martial and shot for not firing 
on the American ships which captured 
the Callao, is untrue. The Zafiro will 
return to Manila on Monday next. 

GROUNDLESS REPORTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPOAT.] 

LONDON, May 27.—The stories circu- 
lated at Madrid and elsewhere regard- 
ing the Baltimore are evidently ground- 
less. The dispatch received at the 
Spanish capital from Manila apparently 
referred to the alleged disablement. of 
the Baltimore during the battle at Ma- 
nila, when a Spanish shell struck her 
and exploded some ammunition, slightly 
injuring eight men on board. 

WILD STORIES FROM MANILA. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW . YORK, May 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The World has the fol- 
lowing from Hongkong: “Spaniards 
in Manila have heard the report that 
a sauadron of eight Spanish warships 
is coming here to attack the American 
fleet. They have been told also that 
smallpox is epidemic on the United 
States vessels; that 300 officers and men 


are down with the disease, and that 
there have been fourteen deaths al- 
ready. 


“The story about smallpox is abso- 
lutely without foundation. There is no 
sickness in the fleet. The insurgents 
have agreed to support Aguinaldo in 
his effort for annexation to the United 
States. They have refused to enter- 
tain any proposition looking toward 
independence. The colonial govern- 
ment has placed an embargo on war 
mUtnitions, so that the Philippine junta 
cannot purchase arms and other equip- 
ment.” | 

ALL BUT TWO HBLD. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

KEY WEST, May 27.—Of the 446 
persons captured on all the prizes of 
war, 444 attached to the Spanish navy 
in various capacities will be held as 
prisoners under instructions from the 
Attorney-General. The others. will 
probably be paroled. The ships held 
to be legitimate prizes will be sent 
north to be sold.

Co. E of Santa Paula 
is tearing the chief misfortunes of the 
regimnent. Today Private Henry Pruitt 
of Co. E, who died at the Presidio 
Hospital of pneumonia, was buried by 
his fellow townsmen at an early hour 
in the military cemetery on the «dail- 
side of the reservation, overlooking rhe 
den Gate. 

Private Solomon of Co. E is at 
the Presidio Barracks recovering from 
pneumonia. 

Private Sharp of Co. E was fre- 
moved today from camp to the French 
Hospital, suffering from slight brain 
trouble. 

Private William Smith of Co. 
H of Ventura, a mere boy, is lying in. 
the regimental hospital cheerfully nurs- 
ing a broken leg, the result of a fall 
Thursday from a baggage wagon. The 
heavy wheel of the wagon ran over his 
left ankle, crushing the bones. 

MPRRITT AT THE HELM. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 27.—Gen. 
Merritt. who will command the Ameri- 
can forces in the Philippines, and who 
arrived from Washington last night, 
has established his headquarters in 
this citv at the Palace Hotel. He held 
a long conference with Maj.-Gen. Otis 
this morning, but will not divulge any 
of his plans for the future. 

Gen. Otis will tomorrow take up his 
residence at Fort Richmond,;-and will 
have the volunteers now encamped 
there under his eye at all times. He 
will enforce strict discipline in the 
camps from now on. 

Today Capt. C. L. Hooper received 
instructions from Washington ordering 
him to proceed to Manila by the next 
transport, to assume command of the 
cutter Hugh McCulloch, to succeed 
Capt. Hodgeson, who is ordered home. 

Arrangements have been made by 
Gen. Otis for the establishmena of a 
military hospital near the site .- of 
Fort Richmond. Tents will be erected 
for the ‘sick soldiers, and nurses will 
be always in attendance. There are 
many cases of measles and bronchial 
affections among the soldiers, and the 
Marine Hospital, which has been used 
temporarily, is inadequate to the de- 


mands. 
It is not expected here that. the 
transport fleet of five vessels, which 


will make up the second expedition to 
zo to Manila with reinforcements for 
Admiral Dewey will get away for at 
least ten days. The China arrived 
here today from the Orient, and will 
not be turned over to the government 
until. Monday next; the Colon is here 
and a force of men will be put to 
work. on her at once, to prepare her 
for the voyage. The Zealandia ts be- 
ing fitted up at her dock, but the Cen- 
tennial and the Ohio will not arrive 
from Puget Sound for some days yet. 

It is generally understood that the 
five vessels will carry 5000 men, which 
will include the Pennsylvania, Colo- 
rado and Minnesota regiments. tie 
Seventh Regiment of this State, and 
the Eighteenth and Twenty-third, now 
en route from New Orleans. 

The work of repainting the Philadel- 
phia is being rushed at Mare Island, 
and she will doubtless convey Gen. 
Merritt and his staff to the Philip- 
pines, 

One good effect of Gen. Merritt’s ad- 
vent has already been felt: _He has 
Ordered the. troops not already sup- 
plied with proper equipment to be fur- 
nished at once with everything neces- 
sary to make them comfortable and 
ready for active service. 

Clothing was distributed to the men 
of the Seventh Regiment this mornings. 
They have been in need of it ever 
since they were mustered in, and thers 
were many broad smiles on the faces 
of the men as they marched away 
loaded with hats, clothes, shoes, etc.

As soon as practicable both ships will 
be turned over to the agent of the 
quartermaster’s department for such 
change as may be necessary. 

The acquisition of the China and the 
Colon is a source of satisfaction to Mr. 
Meiklejohn, who says the department is 
now in much better shape as regards 
transportation. He explains that there 
is no desire on the part of the govern- 
ment tO impress vessels in the service 
unless such action is absolutely essen- 
tial for its: purpose. The government 
wants to be absolutely fair in its terms

THE PRESIDENT NAMES ANOTHER 
BATCH OF BRIGADIERS. 


Col. Harrison Gray Otis'’s Name Sent 
to the Senate—A Number of Pro- 
motions in the Regular Army. 
list of Appointments. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 
WASHINGTON, May 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Col. Harrison Gray Otis 
was today nominated by the President 
to be brigadier-general of volunteers, 
It is believed an assignment to a com- 
mand will follow confirmation imme- 
diately, and that Brig.-Gen. Otis will 
be brought East and. given active 
service with the first troops to be sent 
to Cuba. 

Since the appointment has been made 
known many congratulatory telegrams 
to both Senators who supported Col. 
Otis have been received. Col. Otis had 
from the first the unwavering indorse- 
ment of both California Senators, and 
since his arrival State Chairman Mc- 
Laughlin has most heartily indorsed 
him. 

The President has on more than one 
ocersion expressed his regard for Col. 
Otis’s ability, fearlessness and capacity, 
and has left in the mind of every one 
with whom he has discussed the matter 
the impression that he would very much 
like to name the Los Angeles man for 
the place. Many eastern men took up 
the fight for Col. Otis, and have aided 
in strengthening the impression in the 
mind of the President. 


Gen, Otis served on the Union side 
throughout the entire conflict, entering 
as a private and rising by successive 
promotions in the fleld through all-the 
intervening grades to that of lieuten- 
ant-colonel of United States Volunteers 
by brevet, this distinction being con- 
ferred upon him by the President ‘for 
gu.llant and meritorious services 
througLout the war,” as his commis- 
sion reads. This promotion, as also that 
of brevet-major, was given him at the 
close of hostilities upon the unsolic- 
ited recomendation of Maj.-Gen. R. B. 
Hayes (subsequently President Hayes.) 

During his forty-nine months’ service 
in the field, he took part in fifteen en- 
gagements, received two wounds in bat- 
tle, gained seven well-earned promo- 
tions. and commanded his regiment 
while yet a captain (being at that time 
the senior officer present for duty.) 

His military service was rendered: in 
two of the proudest 6f Ohio's regiments 
—firs’. in the Twelfth Ohio Volunteers, 
for three years, and next in the famous 
Twenty-third Ohio Veteran Volunteer 
Infantry, to which he was transferred in 
1864 through the’ consolidation of the 
two commands. 

The Twelfth has its just fame pre- 
served in the archives of the War De- 
partment in the form of a battle roll 
embracing fourteen engagements with 
the enemy, with total losses In killed 
and wounded aggregating 556 officers 
and men. The Twenty-third partici- 
pated in seyenteen engagements, and 
lost. in action, from first to last, 567 
officers and men killed and wounded, 
out of a total enrollment of 2230, being 
more than 25 per cent. The Twenty- 
third is classed in history with the 
celebrated “Three Hundred Fighting 


Regiments,” whose military record -

Garretson, of Cleveland, O.; Francis 
V. Greene of New York, and: Charles 
King of Wisconsin. 

Late this evening, Gen. Merritt, who 
is to be Military Governor of the Phil- 
ippines. wired Gen. Corbin, requesting 
that Gen. King be sent with him to 
the Philippines. The request was ap- 
proved and forwarded to Gen. King, 
and so becomes, to all intents and pur- 
poses, a command. 

Gen. King is a novelist and ex-offi- 
cer of the United States army. 

Gens. Garrettson and Green have ab 
ready signified to the War Department 
their acceptance of the orders to pro- 
ceed to Manila. Both are experienced 
officers of marked ability. 

It is understood, unofficially, that 
Harrison Gray Otis, editor of the Los 
Angeles Times, who served with the 
Presdent in the Twenty-third Ohio dur- 
ing the Civil War, and who was nomi- 
nated today to be a brigadier-general, 
will also go to the Philippines, 

Early next week another list of 
brigadier-generals will be sent to the 
Senate. The list will contain probably 
from eight to twelve names. All the 
o cers nominated for brigadier-gener- 
als will be from the Southern States. 

GEN. HUDSON’S RECORD.

TOPEKA (Kan.,) May 27.—Maj. J. K. 
Hudson, nominated by the President 
today for brigadier-general, was for 
several years editor and proprietor of 
the Topeka Capital. Though he is an 
uncompromising Republican, he had the 
indorsement of Gov.

THREE DAYS OF ANXIOUS WAITING 
AT CIENFUEGOS. 


Ships Seen in the Harbor by Men 
Aloft in the American Fleet. 
Firing of a Salute Mistaken for 
the Beginning of a Fight. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, May 28.—(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun contains a long 
special cable dispatch from Kingston, 
Jamaica, setting out the details of 
Schley’s grim hunt for Cervera’s 
squadron. The fleet sailed from Cien- 
fuegos Tuesday night, after three days 
on the razor-edge of momentary ex- 
pectation of doing battle with the 
Spanish fleet, and every man on the 
American ships disappointed and 
cursing mad. For three days they had 
watched the hundred-yard-wide en- 
trance to the harbor of Cienfuegos with 
every gun shotted and fully manned, 
every moment of the night and day, 
almost positive the Spaniards were in- 
side, and that if they had any fighting 
blood in them, they would come out 
and take a licking. Over the depres- 
sion in the hills between the city and 
the Caribbean Sea, men aloft could 
see the topmasts of four big ships that 
were in the harbor, and they watched 
them hungrily as reconcentrados might 
watch a ship loaded with food. 

In the dark of the night a torpedo 

boat even sneaked inside the harbor 
within little more than half a mile 
of the ships, and the men aboard her 
had feasted their eyes on four big dark 
forms and twelve smaller ones floating 
in the bay. They figured these out to 
be four cruisers and three torpedo- 
boat destroyers from Cape Verde, and 
that the others were small gunboats 
that the fleet had picked up along the 
coast, and further whetted the appe- 
tites of the boys outside by telling 
about it. 
On Tuesday the Marblehead fe- 
turned from a scouting expedition with 
the-report that insurgents ashore had 
informed them the Spanish fleet was 
not inside.

WATTERSOUN ON THE WAR 


BRILLIANT SPEECH BY THE PA- 
TRIOTIC KENTUCKIAN, 


An Address to Troops That Will Fire 
the Hearts of America’s Legions 
for Deeds of Valor—Military 
Pageant at Lexington. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LEXINGTON (Ky.,) May 27.—Ten 
thousand people came into Lexington 
today to witness the civic and military 
pageant, followed by & review by 
Gov. Bradley, of eight companies of 
troops now here, and to hear the ad- 
dress to the troops by Henry Waiter- 
son. 

When the parade and review were 
ended. 300 school children sang “Amer- 
ica.” Hon. W. C. P. Breckinridge 
then introduced Mr. Watterson, who 
was given an ovation. When order 
was restored, Mr. Watterson spoke as 
follows: 

“You are about to make history. It 
may prove that this will not be history 
merely repeating itself. For the first 
time since the crusades, war has been 
levied for no cause of a purely mate- 
rial kind. and with no selfish purpose. 

“IT searcely like the shibboleth ‘Re- 
member the Maine.’ It seems to me 
to be too revengeful to be quite 
worthy. I do not forget the circum- 
stances to which it owes its origin. 
The scene of that awful tragedy un- 
der the shadow of Moro Castle is yet 
before my eyes. 

“T can see, as I close them, the very 
faces of our murdered sailors, with 
the ghastliness of death upon them. 
But I also see the myriads of starving 
men. women and children, ruthlessly 
sacrificed to feed the lust and to fill 
the pockets of professional plunderers 
masquerading in Cuba as Spanish offi- 
cers and gentlemen. 

“Behind them I see three centuries 
of wanton pillage, of frightful corrup- 
tion. of cruelty unsurpassed in human 
annals. The time was long ago come 
for some great power to stretch forth 
its hand to interpose its authority, and 
to say to the world ‘This barbarism 
shall proceed no further.’ 


“What power except that of the 
United States was to do this? Cuba 
is our next door neighbor. Time out 


of mind these atrocities have been 
perpetrated before our eyes. While 
Spain has required us to spend mil- 
lions of money policing our coasts 
against the filibusterers, she has shown 
herself unable or unwilling in our pro- 
tection to police one of her own har- 
bors. Was this to go on forever? You, 
omrenye, are the answer to the ques- 
on. 

“You are going to fight a battle 
waged by man for man. You are going 
therefore in the name of that Christ 
who died for men. You are going to 
fight a battle for the glory of God, 
and your native land. You are go- 
ing, therefore, under a flag which is 
thy symbol at once of freedom and hu- 
manity, and, having God's blessing 
upon it. has never yet known defeat.

FRENCH OPINION. 


Naval Experts Say Cervera Has 
Scored a Point. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, May 27.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Paris says: “Now that 
the presence of Admiral Cervera’s 
squadron in the bay of Santiago is es- 
tablished, naval experts are busy study- 
ing the problem as to what will be the 

probable result in case he is attacked. 

“In general, Cervera is thought to 
have scored a point and to have acted 
both prudently and rationally in shut- 
ting himself up in the bay. Marc 
Landy, in the Figaro, may be taken 
as. representing the opinions of most of 
the naval officers here. He says this 
morning: 

“‘Spain’s only policy is to prolong the 
war without giving a chance for a de- 
cisive battle until the odds for victory 
are all in her favor. By taking refuge 
in the bay of Santiago, out of reach 
of the enemy’s carinon, Admiral Cer- 
vera has carried out a policy that cir- 
cumstances have rendered it impera- 
tive for his country to follow, seeing 
that by gaining time he enables a 
junction to be effected with the squad- 
ron now being fitted out at Cadiz. 

“*By entering the bay, Cervera im- 
mobilizes part of the American squad- 
ron. He is completely sheltered in a 
magnificent harbor, where he can pro- 
vision his ships, rest his crews and put 
the boilers of his engines in good or- 
der. He compels his adversary to 
maintain.a strict blockade; that 4 to 
say, to bé continually on the alert in 
all weathers, to use his coal and wear 
out his engines and boilers. 

“Finally, he gives Admiral Camara 
time to cross the Atlantic and to join 
forces with him or attack anothér point, 
in which case part of the forces block- 
ading Santiago will have to be called 
away.’ 

“M. Landy considers the possibility 
of the Americans trying to attack Cer- 
vera, but thinks the operation so 
dangerous a one that it is hardly likely 
it will he attempted. The sum total 
of his opinion is that Spain has no rea- 
son to be downcast over the turn taken 
in the conduct of the war. 

“The*Gauld@s,; on the other hand, 
thinks Cervera is in a dangerous posi- 
tion. He is, it says, shut up until the 
day he chooses to give battle. This 
cannot be long postponed, as“his pres- 
ence at Havana, will become a necessity 
to prevent the disembarkment of the 
Amercan expedition. In any case, vic- 
tory will not be so easily won as 
Dewey's was. Cervera’s forces are 
about equal to the American forces; 
besides this, he is supported by good 
forts and batteries. Cervera’s success 
then will depend upon his skill and 
the marksmanship of his artillerymen.”

The commander of the 
Dolphin shouted through the mega- 


phone: “I have dispatches from Com- 
modore Schley to the commander-in- 
chief.” 

A cheer went up from the crowded 
decks. 

Commodore Schley’s dispatches were 
dated off Cienfuegos. 


“Absolutely nothing definite can be 
said.” was the reply which Capt. 
Chadwick of the New York made tv 
@ question as to what had transpireca. 

Since he heard of Admiral Cervera’s 
arrival at Curacoa, Rear-Admiral 
Sampson has repeatedly said he bvde- 
lieved the Spaniards would go to 
Cienfuegos or Santiago. To prove the 
American admiral was almost sure the 
Spaniards would be caught, the follow- 
ing can be divulged without a breach 
of confidence: 

When the ships of Commodore 
Schley’s division were sailing out of 
Key West under Rear-Admiral Samp- 
son’s orders, the admiral set this signal 
to Capt. Philips of the Texas: “You 
are going to nab the Spaniards and 
good luck to you.” 

Since then Rear-Admiral Sampson 
has been cruising around as a purely 
precautionary measure. He thoroughly 
believed Commodore Schley wowld bot- 
tle up the Spaniards either in Cienfue- 
gos or at Santiago, but he took ali 
measures to guard against a possible 
evasion of Commodore. Schley by the 
enemy, and any attempt to make Ha- 
vana through the eastern or western 
passage, though there is little doubt 
that the commodore, had he met the 
Spanish ships, could have defeated 
them.

CRUISING WITH SCHLEY. 


THE COMMODORE GOES AFTER 
THE SPANISH SQUADRON, 


Started from Cienfuegos Last Mon- 
day to Bottle Up Santiago Har- 
bor, Where Cervera Was KHe- 
ported to Have Taken Refuge.

OFF CIENFUEGOS, VIA UNITED 
SBATES GUNBOAT HAWK, Monday, 
May 23. (Delayed in transmission.) 
Wired from Jacksonville (Fla.,) May 27. 
—The arrival of the gunboat Hawk, a 
converted yacht, put the flying squad- 
ren this morning into a state of fer- 
ment and anticipation. 

She browght news that the Spanish 
squadron under Admiral Cervera, for 
which Commodore Schley is looking, 
was at Santiago de Cuba. Commodore 
Schley made immediate preparations to 
go in pursuit of the enemy, but as the 
ships were somewhat short of coal, he 
had to wait in a state of greai impati- 
ence while the battleship lowa took on 
500 tons of coal and the other ships 250 
tons each. 

This coaling was conducted with the 
aid of the collier Merrimac, which ar- 
rived at 8 o’clock this morning in com- 
pany with the gunboat Castine. The 
squadron is to leave this afternoon in 
a chase after the Spaniards, and it is) 
hoped that Commander Schley will find 
them bottled up in the harbor of Santi- 
ago. 

The flying squadron is now one of the 
strongest aggregations of fighting ships 
ever gathered together. It consists oz 
the Brooklyn, flagship; the battleships 
Massachusetts, lowa and Texas; the 
cruiser Marblehead, the gunboat Cas- 


tine, and the torpedo boat Dupont. 

It has a plentiful supply of coal and 
can stay for a long time at sea. The 
men are.not only anxious but eager to 
fight, and they express great satis- 
faction at learning the whereabouts of 
the enemy. 

A close examination was made of the 
harbor of Cienfuegos last night, but 
nothing was seen, which in Commodore 
Schley’s opinion would warrant an at- 
tack. Some concern is felt for the 
Scorpion, which left here last night to 
take dispatches to the cruiser Minne- 
apolis at Santiago. 

The dispatches of Commodore Schley 
are in cipher, and cannot be read if 
captured. About noon the British ship 
Adula, bound from Kingston, with or- 
ders from United States Consul Dent 
to bring off refugees from Cienfuegos, 
was hailed and Capt. Walker said he 
had seen the Spanish fleet at Santiago 
de Cuba on the previous Thursday, 


but understood it was bound for 
Cienfuegos. 
Tuesday—Still off Cienfuegos. (I am 


sending this by one of the Associated 
Press dispatch boats.) 

The flying squadron was reinforced 
this morning by the addition of the 
cruiser Marblehead and the’ gunboat 
Eagle. It was lying off the harbor, | 
and the arrival of these two vessels | 
may assist in solving the question cf 
what is concealed in the deep harbor 
which lies at the end of a long and 
tortuous channel, narrow enough at 
places to prohibit an entrance being 
made by a fleet, except in single ccl- 
umn. 

The information given by the refu- 
gees is to the effect that there are 
twenty-one mines laid in this channel, 
all contact mines. When they were 
originally laid the intention was to set 
them off by electricity, but there was 
some failure, and they were changed 
to explode by contact. It is also said 
that there are sixteen gunboats of 
the enemy in the harbor, and many 
thousands of Spanish troops on shore. 

A clear view of the harbor is not 
available from the American ships, 
and it is possible that the Spanish 
fleet is far inside. This would he a 
much more advantageous place to land 
supplies and troops than Santiago, be- 
cause of the fact that there is a rail- 
road connection with Havana, while 
Santiago is cut- off by the insurgents. 

A strict censorship of news relating 
to future movements of the squadron 
has been established by Commodcre 
Schley. The Marblehead landed 3900 
rounds of ammunition for the insur- 
gents today (Tuesday,) and knocked 
down a bolck-signal house of the 
enemy. 


CERVERA MAY HAVE ESCAPED. . 
LONDON, May 28.—A dispatch to the | 


Daily Telegraph from Kingston. Ja- | 
maica, says: “Despite the most ener- 
getic search, the whereabouts of the 


Spanish squadron remain unknown to 
the American authorities. I am afraid 
there is little chance of getting the 
Spanish fleet. 

“The probabilities are that Cervera, 
after discharging ammunition and sup- 
plies for Blanco at’ Santiago, put out 
again to sea and ran out to the Carib- 
bean past Martinique and got out into 
the Atlantic by the same way be en- 
tered. 

“In this way it appears that the 
Spanish fleet has cutmaneuvered the 
American commanders, and has suc- 
ceeded in covering its movements, al- 
though the Americans have some sev- 
enty warships patrolling the West In- 
dian waters. 

“It is reported that severe fighting 
took place between the insurgents an 
Spanish near Cienfuegos on Sunday, in 
which the Spaniards lost 300 killed and 
wounded.”

Significant Indications That 
First Attack Will Be There.

NEW YORK, May 28.—A special to 
the Times from Washington says: 

“Though today has been devoid of 

definite developments of a military nma- 

ture, it has been marked by a strength- 
ening of the conviction now general 
that Porto Rico and not Cuba is to be 
the first object of invasion by the com- 
bined land and naval forces of the 

United States. 

“The administration is not making its 
plans known, nor is the war board tak- 
ing the public into its confidence, but

events make themselves Known, even

“A significant indication of the atti- 
tude of the military arm of the govern- 
ment toward the Porto Rican invasion 
is afforded by the earnestness with 
which high members of Gen. Miles’s 
staff urge the measure. The com- 
manding general of the army is not 
talking for publication, but it is under- 
stood that the members of his staff who 
declare unreservedly in favor of tak- 
ing Porto Rico without delay reflect 
his views on that subject. 

“The announcement that Gen. Miles 
may leave Washington in a day or 
two on a tour of inspection of the 
army camps in the Scuth, is regarded 
as confirmatory of the understanding 
that there is to be no invasion of Cula 
at once. It has been taken for granted 
that Gen. Miles will go to Cuba with 
the army. If the invasion is to be put 
off. and Porto Rico taken instead, his 
present tour of inspection is easily ex- 
plained. 

“Thestrongestargument used in favor 
of the attack on Porto Rico now is, 
that it is the easiest thing the army 
can do just at present, and, in fact, 
about the only thing it-can do. The 
decision was reached long ago that not 
less than 50.000, preferably 75,000 men, 
will be needed for the first army that 
is sent to Cuba. 

“Not more than 25,000 men are now 
in shape for a foreign campaign. These 
are the regulars and the equipped vol- 
unteers at Tampa. The rest of the 


‘volunteer arffiyvy is untrained, and un- 


equipped. and it may be accepted once 
for all that it is not going to be sent 
to Cuba until it is equipped, and, to 


some extent, at least, instructed in and 
innured to the practices of war. 

“With 25,000 men already at Tainpa 
it is urged that Porto Rico could be 
taken and subdued, while the rest of 
the army is being put in shape at 
Chickamauga and the other camps. 
Then, when all has been made ready 
for the grand move on Cuba, the regu- 
lars could be withdrawn from Porto 
Rico and used to lead the army against 
Blanco. 

“The facts that, while giving needed 
training to the regulars themselves 
and delivering them from the debilitat- 
ing inaction at Tampa, this move would 
strike a dead blow at Spain in a vital 
part of her colonial structure and rob 
the reserve Spanish fleet of its only 
base of supplies on this side of the 
Atlantic, are given as reasons in its 
favor, which are believed to have had 
the effect of determining the powers 
that be to undertake it.”

A GERMAN OPINION. 


Views of an Army Officer on the War 
With Spain. 

August Boecklin, editor of Ger- 
mania of this city, is an ex-officer of 
the German army, Who fought through 
the Franco-German war. Mr. Boeck- 
lin keeps up a correspondence with 
some of his c]ld army comrades in Ger- 
many. On the outbreak of the war 
with Spain, de addressed a letter to 
one of these, who is now a distinguished 
officer in the German army, asking for 
his opinions in regard to the coming 
struggle between the United States and 
Spain, and also as to the trend of pub- 
lic opinion in Germany. Mr. Boecklin 
recently received a reply, of which the 
following is a translation, omitting 
portions of the letter that are of a pri- 
vate character. 

“You wish my private opinion—and 
that is the only kind of an opinion 
which I can properly give you—in re- 
gard to the coming American-Span:sh 
war, and what I think should be done 
in order to bring the war to a success- 
ful termination as soon as possible. 
Before I say anything on this subject, 
which is naturally much discussed in 
our own army circles, let me say a few 
words in regard to the hypothesis un- 
der which this war was declared. 

“Your government has announced 
clearly and unmistabably that it will 
free the insurgent Cubans from the 
Spanish yoke, and reétablish order on 
the island, and that when this is ac- 
complished it will withdraw its land 
and sea forces and leaye Cuba to the 
Cubans. 

“If we assume that this is the only 
object of the war, then the only task 
before your army and navy is to con- 
quer the island of Cuba. This may be 
done, inthe first’ place, through 
powerful attack by sea and land on the 
fortresses of the coast tuwns, or, other- 
wise, through a regular blockade of 
the ports, in order to cut the Spaniards 
off from supplies of provisions and 
munitions of war. As, however, the 
ecast is a long one, and therefore a 
blockade practically impossible, there 
only remains the first course—a strong 
and simultaneous attack by the fleet 
and the army, without reference to the 
losses which such an attack would en- 
tail. The American forces would not 
be sufficient fer a Llockade, and a di- 
vision of them would lay them open 
to a combined attack from the Spanish 
fleet. 

“According to official advices which 
I have before me, the fortifications of 
Havana end other coast towns on the 
island of Cuba are badly armed, out of 
date and neglected, and it should not, 
therefore, be a-diffictlt task for the 
American troops, under strong support 
from the fleet, to establish themselves 
at some point near Havana, whence 
chey*eould begin their advance. 

“The English took Havana in 1762 In 
a few months with an army of scarcely 
12,000 men, of whom about 1200 were 
killed and wounded in the attack. To- 
day such an attack, with improved 
weapons on both sides, wou!d doubt- 
less cost many more lives, but that is 
not to be considered in looking at the 
ultimate object to be attained. Ha- 
vana is the key to Cuba, and when the 
Americans have once fortified them- 
selves there, the Spaniards will find it 
difficult to drive them out, as long as 
the communication with the mainland 
of the United States is kept up through 
the combined American fleet. 

“The strength of the navies of the 
two countries is about even, the advan- 
tage which you have in armored ves- 
sels being compensated by the modern 
torpedo boats of the Spanish. 

“It is another thing with the land 
forces, Which are called upon to occupy 
the island. They will suffer awful 
losses through yellow fever and other 
diseases, as the English did, and this 
to a greater extent than the Spaniards, 
who, as residents of a southern coun- 
try, are better able to resist such dis- 
eases than the Anglo-German popula- 
tion of the United States. It is, how- 
ever not my intention to enlarge upon 
the for and against of an occupation 
of the island Dy the American forces. 
I only mention the subject,' because it 
is on the progtamme, und the delivery 
of the island to the insurgents without 
an occupation, even if only a temporary 
‘ond, is not to be thought of. 


“It would, in my opinion, be a very 
risky undertaking if the chiefs of your 
navy should allow themselves to be led 
through a few small successes, .o ex- 
tend the scope of the contest, ana in- 
clude distant .Spanish possessions in 
the field of their operations. In this 
way you split’ up your forces, throw 
aside the original war programme. and

SAN DIEGO DOUBLE MURDERE 
PAYS THE PENALTY.

He Went Calmly to the Gallows and 
Was Hanged by the Neck 
Till He Died. 


DEATH WAS INSTANTANEOUS. 


WROTE A STATEMENT DECLARING 
f HIS INNOCENCE. 


Story of the West India Mulatto’s 
Gory Crime—Death of Mrs. Frank 
Pixley—News from the 
Orient. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN QUENTIN, May 27.—Joseph 
Japhet Ebanks, a West India mulatto, 
was hanged here this morning for the 
murder of Mrs. Harriet Stiles and her 


father, John Borden, in San Diego 
county. 
The execution occurred at 10:30 


o’clock, and was devoid of sensational 
features. Ebanks went calmly to the 
gallows and had nothing to say. His 
neck was broken when he dropped 
through the trap, and death was in- 
stantaneous. 

Before retiring 
wrote and signed a statement declaring 
his innocence, and stating that he 
would die a brave man. 

STORY OF THE CRIME. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN DIBGO, May 27.—Joseph Japhet 
Ebanks was a West Indian mulatto. 
His crime was the murder of Mrs. 
Harriet Stiles of Fall Brook, this 
county. and her father, John B. Bor- 
den of Michigan, the latter 86 years 
of age. The deed was committed in 
a tent on the beach at Las Flores, 
a few miles north of Oceanside, on 
September 10, 1895. 

Mrs. Stiles. her husband, Leroy 
Stiles. and her father. Mr. Borden, 
were camped at Las Flores for a short 
outing. At the time of the murder, 
Mrs. Stiles and her father were in the 
tent. Mr. Stiles being temporarily ab- 
sent. When he ‘returned he found 
them both dead, each having been shot 
twice, 

The officers at once began rounding 
up suspicious persons, and Wbanks 
was arrested. The evidence against 
him, though circumstantial, was very 
conclusive. He was convicted Jan- 
uary 22, 1896, and soon after was sen- 
tenced to be hanged. His life has 
been prolonged by legal tactics quite 
similar to those employed in the case 
of Durrant. 

In a confession that Ebanks made 
to a reporter in this city, and which 
he subsequently repudiated. he said 
that he entered the tent to get ‘a 
drink of water. Old Mr. Borden was 
alarmed, and made a motion as 
though to use a weapon. Ebanks 
thereupon shot him. 

The mulatto, according to his story, 
gave Mrs. Stiles one minute in which 
to pray and then killed her. so that 
there might be no witnesses of the 
murder of Borden. Then, to make ‘a

SEATTLE, May 27.—The steamer Rio 
Jun arrived here at 10 o'clock 
tonight, bringing the meager news of 
an anti-European riot at Sha Shi, China, 
in which the British Consulate, cus-

Swire were destroyed by fire. 

The British Consul was severely 
beaten, and the European residents 
were forced tg take refuge in the tea 
and silk hulks lying in the river. No 
one was killed. 

Sha Shi is a large city on the Yang 
Tse Kiang River, about 600 miles from 
its mouth. It is one of the ports that 
was opened to foreigners after the Chi- 
nese-Japanese war. The feeling against 
foreigners is said to be still very bitter. 
The riot occurred May 9, and the news 
of it reached Kobe May 10, just before 
the Rio Jun Maru left. 

Two British gunboats have been 
ordered to Shai Shi from Hong Kow, 
100 miles down the river, and Consul 
Harven at Shanghai had sent a gun- 
boat from that point. They will re- 
store order very quickly, as_ the 
Chinese have a great respect for them. 

The Rio Jun also brought news that 
the plague at Hongkong is making 
frightful headway among the natives, 
large numbers of them dying daily. 
Several Europeans have died from the 
scourge.

FROSTS IN RETROSPECTION. 


A Novel Feature of the Damaging 
Winter Weather, 
POMONA, May 26.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Fruit-growers in South- 
ern California know more about frosts 
now than they did last fall. Cer- 
tainly there has never been a series of 


in just th manner of those of last 
winter, and now that those frosts are 
so far jn the past that their effects on 
the fruit are a matter of demonstration 
simply, their work can be surveyed 
with no little profit. 

Speaking of the first series of frosts, 
those which affected citrus fruits, it 
ean be said that, while a vast quantity 
of fruit was depreciated in quality to 
a greater or less degree, the fact that 
so little of it was really rendered unfit 
for use is a matter of utmost surprise. 

Soon after the frosts a grower de- 
clared that the oranges in his orchard 
had lost their juice through the effect 
of the freeze, but that the juice would 
return in time. That grower was then 
considered the most sanguine of mor- 
tals, and his credulity was made a 
matter of sport by many persons. Yet 
there are now hundreds. of orange- 
growers who will bear testimony to the 
realization of that supposedly chimer- 
ical expectation. It is not claimed 
that the fruit became so good as it was 
before the frosts, but it is certain that 
in hundreds of orchards where but a 
portion of the juice cells had been 
broken jin the oranges, when the 
weather moderated and the sap began 
to flow freely, the unbroken cells took 
up a new supply of juice and expanded 
to occupy the places of those which 
had been destroyed. The fruit in such 
cases became very palatable, and was 
worthy of shipment as seconds, though 
it did not reach the high standard, at 
least of previous years, of fancy. The 
grower who made the prediction spoke 
from experience with a previous frost, 
while the observation of others had led 
to the belief that oranges once injured 
would continually decrease in quality 
until they fell from the trees. 

This very notable point of pecullarity 
in the frosts of the past winter forces 
on the growers the lesson that there is 
a given point of temperature which 
oranges can reach and experience dam- 
age with a possibility of recovery, and 
it is ay to determine that 
point. It may be recalled that follow- 
ing the frosts, attention was called 
to tests made in taking the tempera- 
ture of the inside of oranges. It was 
found that such temperature was about 
5 deg. higher than the temperature of 
the atmosphere and that with falling 
mercury the temperature of the inside 
of the orange followed from eight to 
ten hours behind the temperature of 
the atmosphere. Yet on three morn- 
ings, the temperature of the inside of 
oranges on certain trees was found to 
be 28,.while in some cases ice could 
be seen in the fruit. Experiments in 
freezing orange juiee showed *that it 
congealed at a temperature of about 
32 or 33 deg., freezing a trifle quicker 
than water. These tests are recalled 
because it is interesting to note that 
the oranges on these same trees, which 
for a time were quite free of juice 
and seemed very severely injured, are 
now. almost. without exception, “well 
filled with juice and are quite pleasant 
to the taste. . > 

That fruit thus subjected to a tem- 
perature of 23 deg., after mercury had 
indicated a freezing temperature for 
thirten hours, sholilad escape with such 
slight loss, leads to a modification of 
coneeptions as to what constitues a 
killing frost in its relationship to or- 
anges. 

In another orange-growing section 
where mercury féll to 20 deg., and wher 
the temperature of the interior of or- 
anges must have. fallen to about 25 
-deg., the surprising fact exists that 
the great bulk of the uit has heen 
of an edible quality and. in fact, has

There are many people who believe 
that the surprising exemption from to- 
tal loss of a large part of the orange 
crop is due to some other climatic con- 
dition than temperature. There does not 
appear, however, to be any basis on 
which to make such a statement. The 
fact seems to be that the frosts were 
the most widespread ever known in 
Southern California, while the points 
of .ow depression throughout the or- 
ange country preserved remarkable uni- 
formity in minimum temperature, and 
in almost every case that minimum was 
about the point at which serious dam- 
age could be expected in the light of 
newly-acquired data. Observations in 
previous years of frosts had not been 
complete enough to determine the ex- 
act temperature at which damge would 
result. It had been generally believed 
that an atmospheric temperature of 
24 deg. is fatal to the orange, but 
that was a matter of estimate rather 
than observation. It was Known that 
in one localitv, in a previous. year, 
when the mercury marked from 18 to 29 
deg., the entire orange crop was de- 
stroyed, and from such facts it was 
estimated that damage would result at 
a temperature of 24. 

In view of the experience of the past 
winter, it is mow belfeved that the 
temperature of the inside of oranges 
can fall to 29 or 30 deg. without dam- 
age, while from that point down tv a 
temperature of 25 deg. represents, 
not total destruction, but a varying 
degree°of damage, with power of par- 
tial recovery with the next flow of sap, 
while a temperature inside the orange 
helow 25 must represent almost, if not 
quite, the entire loss of crop. It is be- 
lieved that the peculiarity of the frosts 
of the past winter is simply that they 
reached very generally the border line 
of the destruction of the crop, without 
really crossing that line. 

Any attempt to gauge the extent of 
damage to oranges from frost by 
simply noting the temperature of the 
atmosphere must hereafter be ahban- 
doned as useless. It is the tempera- 
ture inside the orange which deter- 
mines damage, and when it is known 
that the rind of the fruit has a pro- 
tective power of about 5 deg. and 
that the temperature of the fruit fol- 
lows hours behind that of the atmos- 
phere with falling mercury, it is evi- 
dent that there is liable to be a wide 
divergence between estimated dam- 
age based on atmosphric temperature 
and estimated damage based on the 
temperature in the interior of the or- 
ange. 

The method of taking such tempera- 
ture is simple. The oran:te-srower 
should procure a dairy thermometer, 
which is simply a glass tube contain- 
ing mercury, and test it with some 
thermometer known to be accurate 
When the temperature is at its lowest, 
at 7 o’clock on the morning a‘ter a 


frost, he can pick an exposed orange, 
cut a little hole in the rind und crowd 
the thermometer bulb into the oranze, 
and within'two minutes he can take 
the correct reading. 

Had the data of such experiments 
been acquired before the frosts of last’ 
winter, and had tests been made in 
many citrus districts as outlined, the 
extent of the damage from frosts could 
have been ascertained with someth'ng 
like accuracy.

Prices and Samples Wanted by the 
Roard of Public Works. 

The matter of street signs was taken 
up yesterday afternoon by the Board 
of Public Works, to whom it had been 
referred, and although no final action 
was taken, it was decided to make a 
report to the City Council Monday 
which will result In the advertising for 
bids for furnishing all the street signs 
needed. The committee has been un-

TERROR TO COUNCILMEN, 


One Woman Causes a Fiight of All 
the Members. 


One lone woman put every member of 
the City Council to flight yesterday 
morning and in order to do so she used 
only her tongue. That instrument of 
warfare with her is as sharp as the 
proverbial two-edged sword, and she 
knows so well how to use it that there 
was nothing left for the Councilmen to 
do but to flee. The trouble came up 
over the proposed improvement of the 
intersection of First and Olive streets, 
& most simple matter ordinarly, but 
with this one woman fighting it the 
matter assumed proportions greater 
than any other street improvement. 
The amount involved for the protesting 
woman will not exceed $25, but that 
amount seemed to be as much to her 
as a thousand times the cost of the im-

Mrs. Schrier is the lone woman, and 
the manner in which she put all the 
Councilmen to flight created consider- 
able ‘merriment in the City Hall. She 
went for one member after another in 
a manner which showed that she did 
not intend to be trifled with. In their 
own self-defense the Councilmen de- 
cided to send her to the. City. Engineer. 
When she began roasting that official in 
anything but a gentle manner he threw 
up both hands and demanded to know 
what it was all about. The woman 
spent nearly the whole day in the City 
Hall trying to get the Council to re- 
consider their action in ordering the 
improvement, but to no purpose. She 
declared that she would appear before 
the City Council at its next meeting 
and would insist upon her rights. If 
she does appear there will be a lively 
session. 


OPPOSE RIFLE PRACTICE, 


Veterans Secure a Protest Against 
Shooting on Decoration Day. 


At the last meeting of the Board of 
Police Commissioners a petition was 
received from a company of the Boys’ 
Brigade asking that they be allowed to 
practice at a rifle range in East Lds 
Angeles on Decoration day. The mat- 
ter was referred to Chief of Detectives 
Bradish with power to act. Since that 
time the matter has been a burden to 
Mr. Bradish because of the opposition 
to granting the permit. Memorial day 
is considered the most sacred day of 
the year by the veterans of the civil 
war, and as soon as they heard that 
the Boys’ Brigade intended this al- 
leged desecration, several of the vet- 
erans began the circulation of a peti- 
tion asking that the permit to use the 
range be denied until after Monday. 
It was not stated that there was any 
opposition to the matter except that the 
rifle practice was to take place on 
that day, and the old soldiers did not 
desire any such practice then. The op- 
position naturally excited: the enmity 
of the members of the Boys’ Brigade, 
because the organization had made ar- 
rangements to assist the East Los An- 
geles boys of the G.A.R. in the Decora- 
tion day exercises. They will attend 
the services at Evergreen Cemetery 
and will fire a salute for the posts, and 
after that will march back with the 
veterans to their hall. They claim that 
there would be no harm in their using 
their range during the afternoon of that 
day, and that if permission is refused 
them they will go just outside the city 
limits and fire at targets al} afternoon 
despite the wishes of the veterans.

The $20 he had re- 
ceived had been by that time ex- 
pended. 

Collins, it appeared. had been in 
the habit of coming and going to the 
shack just as he liked. He told the 
witness, in the presence of Marie 


Garcia, that he had money enough to 
pey her what he owed her, and also 
a little to buy the lumber he needed 
for the house he was building on his 
own land. 

That, practically, is what “Indian 
Pete's” testimony amounted to, and 
for the remainder of the day he was 
cross-examined by the defense. A 
wrangle took place between the coun- 
eel over the fact, or what wae claimed 
to be a fact, that Attorneys Sallee 
and Alender, counsel for the defense, 
had gone to the jail during the noon 
recess and made some attempt to jog 
Pete’s memory regarding the figure 
the man Gomez cut in the transac- 


tions on the night of the murder. 
There was little of circumstantiality 
about Pete’s statement, in so far as 


it affected his wife, and only by infer- 
ence was it to be assumed that she 
killed Collins. Pete’s casual allusion 
to Gomez introduced a new factor into 
the case, and the prosecuting counsel 
was very wrathy at this additional 
complication, and the manner in which 
it had been brought about. 

Deputy Sheriff White was put upon 
the stand, and testified to both attor- 
neys having been in the jail, and also 
to what Pete Garcia said that they 
desired with regard to his enlarging 
upon Gomez's connection with the 
case, when he resumed his seat upon 
the witness stand in the afternoon for 
cross-examination. 

The wrangling finally simmered 
down, and nothing further of inter- 
est developed during the afternoon. 


A SMALL NOTE. 


Silvester Mascarel Sued by J. Cas- 
trucecio, the Groceryman. 

A suit has been begun in the Town- 
ship Court by James Castruccio, the 
Main-street groceryman, against Silves- 
ter Mascarel, to recover $25 on a note. 
The defendant is a son of José Mas- 
earel. one of the early pioneers, and 
he became indebted to Castruccio un- 
der somewhat unusual circumstances.

Horace Bell. wh® represents Cas- 
truccio in the matter, claims that the 
$25 obtained from his client was not 
used by Mascarel tor his wife's benefit 
at the sanitarium at ali, although she 
did die there shortly séferward. 

When Castruccio learned of 
facts, he began suit to recover, 
attached property worth many thou- 
sands of dollars.

A Dealer Who Purchased Innocently 


buat Has to Pay. 

A judgment for $31.80 was given for 
the plaintiffs yesterday by Judge Van 
Dyke, in the suit of N. Blackstock 
and F. W. Ewing against Charlies 
Minehardt. The case was rather com- 
plicated, and@ presented some curious 
features. 

A man named Brown, a farmer and 
dealer in horses in Ventura c®unty, 
executed a chattel mortgage upon cer- 
tain personal property owned by him, 
and while the property was subiect 
to such ‘mortgage, he sold part of it, 
in violation, of that section of the 
Penal Code covering such matters. 
He was arrested and prosecuted, and 
the plaintiffs in the present case were 
retained by Brown to defend him. To 


secure them their fees, and also dis- 
charge the chattel mortgage, Brown 
executed to the plaintiffs a  chatte! 


mortgage covering certain wagons, 
two horses, a number of mares and 
colts, and some harness, and the deed 
was placed on record. That was on 
September 25. and on October 7 
Brown fepeated his former trick by 
taking certain of the mortgaged prop- 
erty to Los Angeles end selling it to 
Charies Minehardt, a dealer in second- 


hand wagons, horses and such like. 
The attorneys were put upon their 
mettle to find Brown or the property 
mortgaged to them, but finally traced 
part of the property, and demanded 
it of the defendant.

A love affair figured yesterday in 
the Township Court as the basts of a 
sult brought by Guiseppe Risotto 
against Frank Marino, to recover $299.99 
damages. 

[It appeared that on April 12 Marino 
had Ris tto arrested, and on the fol- 
lowing day swore to a complaint chare- 
ing him with assault. AS a result of 
this Risotto was kept in the City Jail 
for three days, but when brought to 
trial before Justice Owens on the 16th 
he was acquitted. Risotto claimed 
damages ,for faise imprisonment, and 
also claimed that his enemy had acted 
maliciofisly, but he kept the damages 
just within the limit of the Township 
(ourt’s jurisdiction. 

Before any testimony was taken the 
defense stated to the court that while 
they acknowledged that Marino had 
Risotto arrested and swore to a com- 
plaint, he supposed at the time he-was 
swearing to a complaint for disturbing 
the peace, and the wrong charge hav- 
ing been placed, it could not be made 
to stick. 

The plaintiff then went upon the 
stand and pattered a patois of Itallian- 
ized E:nglish that the court and counsel 
vainly attempted to understand. 
Through an interpreter Risotto stated 
that he kept a peanut stand and Mar- 
ino a fruit store on Third, between 
Main and Spring streets. It was about 
il o'clock on the night of April 12 that 
he started off to eat some tamales, and 
in passing Marino's store the latter 
came out and said he'd fix him. He 
followed Risotto, and kept abusing him, 
and close to the postoffice handed him 
over to two watchmen who hurried 
up on hearing Marino blow a police 
whistle. 

Upon being pressed to tell why Mar- 
ino bore him such fill will as to have 
him arrested without cause, Risotto 
told how for a short time he had been 
in Marino’s employ. They both were 

n familiar terms with a woman named 
Georzia Sauntimons, whose morais 
were rather fragile, but neither one 
knew of the attentions of the other. 
One evening while Risotto was being 
entertained by the woman, Marino 
came to the door. but could not gain 
admittance.

On yesterday the President sent to 
the Senete the name of the editor-in-

SAN PEDRO HARBOR. 

It is understood that, if the con- 
tract for the San Pedro Harbor work 
be not awarded on or before the first 
day of June, it will lapse, and the 
advertising for bids will have to be 
done all over again. This would de- 
lay, but would not defeat the improve- 
ment. It is doubtful, however, 
whether the government could secure 
as low responsible bids a second time, 
as those submitted on the first ad- 
vertisement. Prices have advanced 
considerably on nearly everything 
within the past few months, and the 
tendency is still upward. The gov- 
ernment, therefore, is likely to lose 
many thousands of dollars if the 
awarding of the contract be delayed 
until the bids lapse. 

The completion of the San Pedro 
Harbor, in accordance with the plans 
formulated by the government's. ex- 
perts and accepted by Congress, may 
be regarded as a certainty. The 
item providing for a preliminary ap- 
propriation of $400,000 for the first 
year’s work was retained in the Sun- 
dry CivileAppropriations Bill by both 
houses of Congress, and that favor- 
able action cannot be reversed. It 
only remains for Congress to pass 
the bill in its entirety, and of its 
final passage there is not the least 
doubt. 

Opponents may succeed in delay- 
ing the completion of this great im- 
provement, but they cannot prevent 
it. They may cause the government 
to lose thousands of dollars unneces- 
sarily by uncalled-for opposition to 
a work of public necessity, which has 
been fully authorized by Congress. 
But the San Pedro Harbor will be 
built in due course of time, in spite 
of anything and everything that its 
enemies can do to prevent it. 


SAN FRANCISCO'S ADVANTAGE. 

There were but three cities of 
America which could be said to have 
benefited by the civil war—New York, 
Boston and Washington—the two 
former through the selling © of sup- 
plies and charters of transport ships, 
and the latter as the headquarters of 
all military movements and letting of 
contracts. In the present war with 
Spain, the three principal cities seem 
to be New York, Washington and 
Fan Francisco. The latter's prom- 
inence grows entirely out of the cap- 
ture and occupation of the Philip- 
pine Islands by Admiral Dewey, and 
the.necessity of reinforcements, which 
may enable him to retain what he 
has gained.

The 
only vessels now in port for that pur- 
pose are the Zelandia, sister ship to 
the Australia which sailed on Wednes- 
day, and the Samoa. a still smaller 
ship. To put 600 on the Zelandia and 
400 on the Samoa, would be all they 


could carry in comfort. 
The next available vessels are the 


old Ohfo, now at Seattle, and the 
Alameda, now on her way from New 
Zealand to California. The. Ohio, 
built in 1871, is one of the old State 
Line that used to run from  Phila- 
delphia to Liverpool, now absorbed by 
the International Line. She is about 
300 tons larger ship than the Ala- 
meda, but will not carry fifty more 
men, nor can she steam as fast. The 
Alameda and Mariposa, built at Phila- 
delphia in 1882, are the best vessels 
of their size in the krown world. 
They make an average of 325 miles 
per diem, on a consumption of forty- 
seven tons per day in good weather, 
and fifty-two tons with a big sea 
running. The Mariposa will reach 
Sydney next Wednesday, but it would 
not surprise us to hear that she had 
been chartered, to carry troops. to 
Menila, immediately on arrival there. 
Indeed, there seems to be a great 
demand for large ships to carry troop, 
just at this time. The only coasting 
ship that could be made available at 
this time is the Columbia of the Ore- 
gon Navigation Company's line. She 
would carry about as many as the 
Mariposa or Alameda. The new ships 
that have been brought around here 
for the Klondike trade are all too 
small for such long voyages except 
the Ohio and her consort ship, the In- 
diana, now on her way back from the 
Yukon. 

San Francisco looks to be, just 
now, the only place on the Paciuec 
Coast that will really be benefited 
by the war, as there will be nearly 
15,000 troops sent to Manila from that 
port during the next year. To pro- 
or and outfit these troops will re- 
quire an enormous sum of money, and 
all of that will be thrown into gen- 
eral circulation by the government 
within the next twenty days. One 
may therefore loak for busier times 
and a more general abundance of 
money in San Francisco, during the 
next ninety days than have occurred 
there since the great Fraser-River 
stampede of thirty years ago. But 
all this money cannot stop there. 
Some of it must of necessity be dis- 
tributed through the interior of the 
State and we suppose Los Angeles 
will get her due share of it. 


MEMORIAL DAY. 

The sacred anniversary known as 
Memorial day, which falls on Monday 
next, should be celebrated this year 
with particular solemnity and earnest- 
ness. Therevolvingwheelsoftime have 
brought to us another war, with its 
sacrifices and its horrors. Thus far, 
most fortunately, the loss of life on 
our side has been extremely light. But 
the war is Bearcely more than a month 
old. Its serious work has hardly be- 


gun, and we cannot reasonably expect 


that our troops will escape the casual- 
ties which fall to men, who go forth 
to do battle. Before the war is ended 
many a brave American patriot will 
lay down his life on the altar of his 
country, and many others will be 
maimed for life. It may be that the 
loss of life in the present war will by 
good fortune be lighter than is usual 
in modern wars. Let us hope so. But 
it will, in any event, be large enough 
to desolate many hearthstones 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the land. 

When the American people, on Mon- 
day next, go forth to strew flowers 
upon the graves of those who fell in 
battle a generation ago, they should 
bear also in remembrance, not only 
the brave ones who have already fallen 
in the present war, but those others 
whose lives must be sacrificed ere the 
war is ended. No man can know the 
number of the latter, until the last 
roll call of the war has been read. 
But the knowledge that many lives, al- 
most certainly, must be sacrificed be- 
fore the war is ended, should serve to 
make the observance of Memorial day 
much more solemn than usual. It is 
to be hoped that the day will not be, 
as it has been on former occasions, 
turned into a day for merry-making. 
Horse racing, ball games,-and other 
similar amusements, are grossly out of 
place on Memorial day. 

In these later years, this sacred an- 
niversary, set aside and dedicated to 
the nation’s dead, has too often been 
perverted from its original purposes, 
and profaned by scenes of jesting and 
merry-making. It is time to call 
halt in such proceedings. The nation 
will have new 


cause, hereafter, to 
observe the day as a sacred anniver- 
sary, in remembrance of our 
heroes who gave their lives 


freely for the protection and preser- 
vation of their country and ours. Let 
us, therefore, dedicate anew this 
sacred anniversary, and observe it 
henceforward in a manner reverent 
and becoming.

Mr. Gorman Denounces as Infamous 
the Supreme Court Decision on 
Income Tax. 


WANTS TO TAX CORPORATIONS. 


OPPOSES SILVER COINAGE AND 
FAVORS A BOND ISSUE, 


The Maryland Senator Takes Issue 
With His Fellaw-Democrats. 
Senator Teller Concludes 
His Speech. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—A notable 
speech on the War Revenue Bill was 
delivered in the Senate this afternoon 
by Mr. Gorman (Dem.) of Maryland. 
In the course of an argument in sup- 
port of a tax on corporations, he de- 
nounced as “infamous” the decision of 
the Supreme Court declaring the in- 
come-tax law of 1894 as unconstitu- 
tional. Mr. Gorman took decided is- 
sue with the majority of his fellow 
Democrats upon their proposition to 
coin the silver seigniorage and to is- 
sue legal-tender notes, and made a 
powerful argument in favor of the is- 
suance of bonds to raise funds with 
which to prosecute the war. 

Mr. Teller concluded his speech be- 
gun yesterday. 

Mr. Nelson (Rep.) of Minnesota pre- 
sented a carefully-prepared argument 
against the issue of legal-tender rotes. 

In a speech of two hours, Mr. Cock- 
rell (Dem.) of Missouri discussed the 
financial question in contention be- 
tween the Democratic and Republican 


parties. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The House 
was this afternoon inactive for more 
than an hour, while a roll call was 
taken, and the sergeant-at-arms was 
engaged in bringing in absent mem- 
bers to make a quorum, the absence 
of which was disclosed by the roll 
call. The suspension was caused by a 
wrangle, growing out of the attempt 
of Mr. Tongue of Oregon to deliver 
a general pension speech when the 
House was considering a private-pen- 
sion measure. 

(Dalzell of Pennsylvania the 
chair.) 

Mr. Richardson (Dem.) of Tennessee 
made the point of order that the 
speech of Mr. Tongue was not ger- 
mane to the pending Dill. 

Mr. Cannon (Rep.) of Illinois took 
issue with the Tennessee member. 
The Speaker sustained the point of 
order, and Mr. Cannon appealed from 
the decision. 

Upon the motion of Mr. Richardson 
to table the appeal, 87 voted in the 
affirmative and 11 in the negative. 

Mr. Cannon made the point of no 
quorum, and a roll call of the House 
followed. It was more than an hour 
before the requisite quorum appeared. 
The appeal was then laid upon the 
table—yeas, 134; nays, 9—and consid- 
eration of private pension bills pro- 
ceeded. With the foregoing exception, 
today’s session was without incident.

HAWAII TO THE FRONT. 


Annexation Made a Rider to the War 
Revenue Bill. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Hawall takes the center 
of the stage for the day. The publica- 
tion of the facts set forth in a dis- 
patch last night, representing the con- 
dition of affairs of the island re- 
public, aroused the keenest interest. Its 
first fruits was the introduction in the 
Senate by Senator Lodge of Mr. New- 
land’s resolution as an amendment to 
the war revenue measure. 

Senator Lodge has.stood as the 
most earnest friend of Hawaii, and 
fearing inaction in the House, took 
the desperate remedy of attempting to 
force a vote in the lower body by 
tacking annexation to the war meas- 
ure, which cannot be laid aside, even 
by the power of Speaker Reed. 

But the anti-annexationists were 
not to be outdone by any such move. 
Senators White and Pettigrew at once 
got together, and, as a result, there 
will be introduced two amendments, 
either of which would serve to delay 
action for a year. The first will pro- 
vide for the free coinage of silver, and 
has for its object delay, and delay 
alone. The second will be a provision 
for the abrogation of Hawalian reci- 
procity. This plan is adopted for the 
simple reason that it will be following 
the main issue, and give more scope 
to the argument of the opposition 
Senators. Both White and Pettigrew 
vehemently insisted that there was no 
chance for annexation to get through 
the Senate, even should the long and 
short sessions be run together, and 
argument continued to the close. 

Tonight there is a belief among the 
friends of annexation that the Lodge 
amendment will be withdrawn, so a 
fight may not be precipitated now. Be- 
fore this is done, it is probable the 
primary effect of serving notice on 
Speaker Reed that the Senate wants 
action at once, may have been accom- 
plished. But the prospect remains 
that there will be little effect upon 
the rules of the House. 

Every effort of the administration 
and friends of Hawaii has been bent 
to influence the Speaker. In fact, the 
question has developed into a fight be- 
tween the President and Speaker Reed. 
The latter has stiffened in proportion 
to the pressure upon him. Gen. Gros- 
venor tonight said the Republican’s 


House caucas has not been abandoned, | 


but would be held next week, unless 
Reed vermits a vote. Before this 
complication arose, the Prospects were 
bright for adjournment by June 15. 
This determination of the Senate to 
insist upon action may delay the close 
of the session. The prospect ifs, how- 
ever, that unless the House acts first, 
there will be no Hawaiian movement.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—SENATE. 
—Soon after the Senate convened at 11 
o'clock this morning Mr. Carter re- 


ported from the Military Affairs Com- } 


mittee a bill providing for a Second As- 
sistant Secretary of War, to be named 
by the President, and to receive a sal- 
ary of $4000. 

After a delay of fifteen minutes a 
orem was secured and the bill was 


passed. 
Mr. Morgan then offered an amend- 


ment to the war revenue measure as 
follows: 

“When any of the islands of the At- 
lantic or Pacific Oceans are owned by 
the United States, or when they are 
occupied by the civil or military forces 
of the United States as a result of war 
with Spain, or as a necessary means of 
conducting such war,-to be determined 
by the President as the commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy of the 
United States, it shall be lawful and 
within his discretion for the Preside::t 
to appoint a civil or military Governor 
of such island or any group of sucn 
islands, with full authority under euch 
rules and regulations as the President 
shall prescribe, not inconsistent with 
the laws of civilized warfare, to main- 
tain good order and to protect the lives 
and property of the domestic peace of 
the people thereof, 

“And there shall be extended over 
such islands and enforced therein such 
parts and provisions of the tax laws 
of the United States, or of such islands, 
with or relating to customs duties, or 
to internal taxation, as shall, in the 
judgment and discretion of the Presi- 
dent, be justly applicable to such isl- 
ands during the existence of the war 
with Spain. 

“The currency of the United States, 
whether of gold, silver or paper money, 
shall be a lawful tender in said islands, 
so owned or occupied, in the same man- 
ner and to the same extent that they 
are legel tender in the United States 
for the payment of all debts, public or 
private. 

“And the provisions of this act that 
relate to such islands, together with 
such regulations as shall be made by 
order of the President for executing 
the same, shall remain in force until 
the same are altered, amended or re- 
pealed by act of Congress.” 

Consideration of the war revenue 
measure was resumed, Mr. Teller tak- 
ing the floor to continue his speech be- 
gan yesterday. 


TELLER’S CONCLUSIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—In con- 
cluding that part of his argument in 
favor of an income tax, Mr. Teller said 
that if the proposition were submitted 
to the Senate he would feel bound to 
vote for it, despite the decision of the 
Supreme Court against the law of 1894. 
Such a tax, he said, was supported by 
five decisions of the Supreme Court 
prior to that upon the law of 1894. " 

“Il have no reason to suppose,” he 
said, “that the court may not yet re- 
turn to its former decisions; indeed, I 
have every reason to suppose that it 
will.” 

Mr. Teller then began a discussion of 
the proposition to coin the silver 
seigniorage, which, he said, had aroused 
great opposition. He declared the 
seigniorage could be coined without 
detriment to the public service. 

Briefly adverting to the proposed 
corporation tax, Mr. Teller said that 
while he hoped to have an opportunity 
to vote for a tax that would apply to 
individuals and firms as well as cor- 
porations, he would be glad to support 
the corporation tax proposed in the 
pending bill. Mr. Teller then entered 
upon an elaborate argument for the 
issue of $150,000,000 of legal tender 
notes, concerning which he thought 
there was no possible doubt of the right 
of the government. . Mr. Teller said he 
was considering the pending measure 
without reference to the silver question, 
merely with a desire that the country 
should adopt a sound system of finance. 
He was opposed to the issue of bonds 
as unnecessary and dangerous. 

Mr. Nelson of Minnesota regarded 
the proposition to issue greenbacks as 
one of the most important features of 
the bill. -He declared that of all the 


loans during the civil war, the forced | 


loan covered by the 
the most expensive. 
sue of legal-tender notes was not 
called for by any lack of money in 
circulation. as the per capita circula- 
tion was now higher ghan at any time 
since 1892. and only 11 cents lower 
than it was then. He felt that the 
notes. if issued, would be an added 
menace to the treasury, and that it 
would enable those inclined to deplete 
the gold reserve and render it’ the 
more easily possible to force an issue 
of bonds. Closing, Mr. Nelson de- 
clared that in any way it might be 
taken. the view of the majority of 
the Finance Committee was wrong, and 
could not be safely followed. 

Mr. Cockrell contended that the bill 
as reported, including provisions for 
the coinage of the seigniorage and the 
issuance of treasury notes, and the 
elimination of the bonds, would pro- 
vide sufficient revenues for the con- 
duct of the war.

As 
soon as the roach reaches San Carlos, 
which is about twenty-two miles from 
Geronimo, much of the life of the latter 
place will go with it, This road reaches 
and passes through about fifty miles of 
as fertile a valley as can be found in 
Southeastern Arizona—the best portion 
of the Territory. This valley is a part 
of the San Carlos reservation; in fact, 
the Gila Valley, Globe and Northern 
passes entirely through this reservation 
from southeast to west of northwest, 
The reservation starts at the outside 
limits of Geronimo on the north. The 
valley around Solomonville, thirty-nine 
and one-half miles from Bowie to Ge- 
ronimo, is settled by Mormons. What 
makes this valley beautiful makes Riv- 
erside and Redlands the beauty spots 
they are—a splendid irrigation system, 
The water is brought in ditches, equal 
tn size to the ditches of the Riverside 
Water Company, from the Gila River, 
which has its rise in New Mexico, The 
river traverses the valley to San Carlos, 
where it branches off and empties into 
the Salt River southwest of Pheonix. 

Judging from the improvements and 
the growth of timber, these Mormons 
most have settled in here from twelve 
to fifteen years ago. The orchards are 
not cared for as they are in Southern 
California. They have more the ap- 
pearance of eastern orchards, and the 
fruit is deciduous. The days 
warm, but’ the elevation being some- 
thing over 3000 feet, the nights are cool, 

William Garland, the president and 
general manager of the Gila Valley, 
Globe and Northern, is here. He ex- 
pects to finish the road through to 
Globe by the last October. 

There are a number of other Los An- 
geles people connected with the con- 
struction of this road, among whom is 
Civil Engineer E. D. Severance, who is 
the engineer on the work just abead of 
the track-layers. 


PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 


Majority Decide McGiffert Shall not 
Be Tried for Heresy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WINONA (Ind.,) May 27.—By 
a large majority voting viva voce, the 
Presbyterian general assembly decided 
this afternoon not to inaugurate an- 
other heresy trial in the case of Prof. 
McGiffert, but to ask him to withdraw 
if he cannot reconcile his views with 
the church’s standards. 

Prof. McGiffert was practically di- 
rected to act as judge, jury and execu- 
tioner upon himself. The debate on the 
case occupied the entire afternoon ses- 
sion. After a brief discusson by the 
commissioners a vote was taken. That 
for Dr. Brown's report recommending 
no action was considerable in volume. 
That for a heresy trial in New York 
was much smaller, while the majority 
report was adopted by a large majority 
and the case was at an end. 

The evening session was devoted to 
consideration of systematic benevol- 
ence and a popular meeting in the in- 
terest of temperance followed.

TROOPS ARRIVE TODAY. 


SUBSTANTIAL PREPARATIONS FOR 
THEIR COMING, 


Patriotic Women Have Been Buasily 
Engaged in Putting Up Lunches 
for the Boys in Blue—Merchants 
Give Generously—Usefal Articles 
for Volunteers at the Presidio. 


The first detachment of the troops 
from El Paso is expected to arrive at 
River Station about 10 o’elock this 
morning, the other trains arriving 
later at intervals of a few minutes. 
There will be five trains in all, with a 
total number of forty-two cars, besides 
baggage cars. The trains are running 
on special time, and did not leave 
Yuma until after 11:45 o’clock last 
night. Southern Pacific officials had 
not been advised, at a late hour last 
night, as to the precise time when the 
trains would arrive. 

Extensive preparations have been 
made to supply the soldiers with fruit 
and lunches when they reach the city. 

A number of ladies of Kenesaw, 
Stanton, Bartlett-Logan and Uncle Sam 
posts, W.R.C., were busily engaged all 
yesterday afternoon in putting up 
appetizing lunches at the Hall of In- 
dustry on Main street. Many other 
ladies, not identified with the organiza- 
tions mentioned, appeared and lent 
substantial aid. The arrangements 
were carried on in pursuance of the 
plans adopted at the meeting held at | 
the house of Mrs. Dr. Wilder Thursday 
evéning. 

The lunches consisted of sandwiches, 
doughnuts and fruit, a sufficient sup- 
ply for the soldiers in each car being 
packed in a separate box. Coffee will 
be served hot at the station when the 
troops arrive and will be prepared by a 
committee of ladies who will be on hand 
for the purpose. 

There will be altogether forty-two 
boxes of luncheon, each box containing 
rations for thirty-four men. Four 
thousand sandwiches have been made 
and two hundred gallons of coffee will 
be in readiness for the soldiers when 
they arrive. In addition there will 
be quantities of fruit and flowers. 

Similar work has been done by the 
ladies of the Red Cross Society, and 
they will have a committee at River 
Station to meet the incoming trains. 
They have prepared lunches and quan- 
tities of fruit, and they request that 
all further contributions be sent to 
River Station before 6 o’clock this 
morning. They especially request gifts 
of green and dried fruits, nuts and 
reading matter. 

Gen. C. F. A. Last will have a detail 
of sixteen men at the station to dis- 
tribute the coffee and lunch amcng the 
boys in blue. J. R. Newbury, J. F. 
Francis, J. O. Koepfli and Secretary 
Zeehandelaar will also be on hand to 
represent the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association, to lend such as- 
sistance as may be necessary, and to 
supervise the arrangements. 

The merchants of the city have re- 
sponded generously to the request of 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation for contributions of food and 
fruit for the incoming troops. Those 
from whom such gifts were received 
are as follows:

BIG FIRE AT DALLAS. 


SEVERAL BUSINESS BLOCKS GUT- 
TED—CONTENTS DESTROYED. 


J. W. Newman Lost His Life—Two 
Others Were Injured—Financial 
Loss Amounted to Nearly Four 
Hundred Thousand Dollars. 
Fairly Well Insured. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 


DALLAS (Tex.,) May 27.—Fire broke 
out this afternoon in the two-story 
brick building lately occupied by F. 
Zang’s furniture store, and quickly 
spread to the back end of Deprey's 
printing establishment on the east and 
Scott’s furniture house on the west. 

By 4 o’clock, the fire had gutted the 
buildings where it originated, to- 
gether with Dorsey's establishment, 
Lehman’s wholesale saddlery house, 
Shield’s paint and wall-paper house, 
Mistrol’s mammoth dry-goods house 
and the New Home Sewing Machine 
Company’s building. 

The Texas and Pacific general offices 
and freight sheds across the Texas 
and Pacific tracks were threatened 
with destruction, having caught fire 
several times, but by hard work were 
saved. The total loss is about $550,000 
to $400,000, fairly well insured. 

i . Newman, married, aged 25, 
salesman for Shields & Co., lost his 
life in an effort to save the »ooks of 
his firm.

Edward Smith rushed to Newman’s 
rescue, and was knocked senseless.

BAKERSFIELD REJOICES. 


CBLEBRATES THE FORMAL OPEN- 
ING OF THE VALLEY ROAD. 


Delegations Present from All Parts 
of the State—Paradec, Addresses 
and Fireworks Testify to Joyous 
Relicf from the Clutch of the 
Octopus. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

BAKERSFIELD. May 17. — [Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Profusely decorated 
with flowers, flags and bunting, Bak- 
ersfield today celebrated the opening 
of the Valley Railroad. Delegations 
were present from all parts of the 
State. The first to arrive was Los 
Angeles county men, composed of city 
officers and representative business 
men, sent here by the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association. 

At 1:30 o'clock the northern contin- 
gent, about five hundred strong, which 
included the officiais of the San Fran- 
cisco and San Joaquin Valley Railroad, 
arrived in the first regular train over, 
the new road. Their arrival was the 
signal for a grand outburst of enthu- 
siasm, as it meant Bakersfield’s disen- 
thrallment from the grasp of a relent- 
less corporation that has for years 
sapped the life blocd of the city’s 
commercial enterprise. 

Following the parade, speeches vere 
the order of the day. The addreSs of 
welcome was delivered by Hon. 8. C. 
Smith. This was reponded to by Mayor 
Snyder, in behalf of the city of Los 
Angeles. He said in substance that 
the presence of his party was to ¢e- 
ment a friendship that should have ex- 
isted long ago, and he hoped that the 
North and Sdéuth would clasp hands 
of friendship across the ‘Tehachepi, 
bound by ties of mutual interest; that 
the coming of the new road would 
awaken such a feeling as was never 
known before in the history of Bak- 
ersfield. Los Angeles was a _ sleepy 
hamlet until well provided with ccom- 
peting railroad lines, and then, and 
not until then, the town clothing was 
cast off and we have the Los Angeles 
of today. 

Following Mayor Snyder, Hon. C. °C. 
Wright delivered an address in behalf 
of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, setting forth the advan- 
tages of commercial relations between 
Bakersfield and Los Angeles. 

Judge Wright's speech seemed to. 
strike the popular chord, judging by 
the outburst of applause that greeted 
his closing remarks. Speeches were 
also made by Mayor Phelan of San 
Francisco and Hon. E. F. Preston, for 
the Valley road. 

The most historical day in Bakers- 
field's career closed with a ball, and 
one of the most brilliant displays ever 
witnessed in Southern California. 

While the opening of the new road 
will be of inestimable value to the 
San Joaquin Valley. it will have the 
effect of entirely diverting the here- 
tofore existing trade relations be- 
tween Kakersfield and Los Angeles 
to San Francisco, until such time as 
the Santa Fé will make connection by 
way of the Cajon Pass, which will, in 
all likelihood, take place within the 
coming tavo years. 

The officials of the Valley. road 
stated today that the probabilities of 
extending the road te Tos Angeles at 
present were very remote. 


ANNIVERSARY VISITATION. 


Terrific Wind and Rain 
Breaks Over St. Louis.

ST. LOUIS, May 27.—A terrific rain 
and wind storm broke over this city 
shortly after 4 o'clock today, and pre- 
vailed for half an hour. This being the 
second anniversary of the terrible tor- 
nado that caused such destruction of 
life and property in this city and vi- 
cinity, many people were terror- 
stricken, fearing another such visita- 
tion. 

No reports of damage have been re- 
ceived. At the race track, where sev- 
eral thousand people had assembled to 
see the races. there was almost a panic 
but nobody was injured. Two years ago 
the immense grand stand there was 
unroofed and other damage done.

A VETERAN SUICIDES, 


F. H. POINDEXTER SHOOTS HIM- 
SELF THROUGH THE MOUTH. 


Supposed to Have Been Temporarily 
Insane from Worrying Over His 
Witfe’s Sickness and His Finan- 
cial Reverses—Burial This Af- 
ternoon. 


Manifold misfortunes—an invalid 
wife, business reverses and Bright’s 
disease—weighing heavily upon the 
physical system and the brain, caused 
F. H. Poindexter to shoot himself 
through the mouth yesterday morning 
in the toilet room on the fourth floor of 
the Stimson Block. The suicide, a man 
of 57, was a member of George H. 
Thomas Post, San Francisco, and did 
business here as an expert accountant, 
with deskroom in the real estate office 
of Lockhart & Son, in the Wilcox Block. 
R. W. Poindexter, the real estate man, 
a brother of the decedent, has taken 
charge of the remains. The body will 
be buried at 4 o’clock this afternoon at 
Rosedale Cemetery, from the undertak- 
ing rooms of Booth & Boylson, at No. 
256 South Main street, where it now is. 

The late Mr. Poindexter’s visit in the 
Stimson Block at so early an hour (he 
was seen there about 8:30 o'clock) yes- 
terday morning, is presumed to -have 
been for the purpose of calling upon his 
friend, H. B. Eakins, a mining man 
with an office on the fourth floor of 
that building, for whom he had once 
experted pooks. Mr. Eakins was alsoa 
confidante of his. It is thought that, not 
finding Mr. Eakins in his office at that 
hour, his nervousness grew to uncon- 
trollable impatience, and he committed 
the deed in the toilet instead of Mr. 
Eakins’s office. The latter fully be- 
lieves that his dead friend intended to 
suicide in his rooms, basing his belief 
upon the fact that Poindexter was so 
well prepared for the act. 

Poindexter selected the rear apart- 
ment of the toilet room, which he bolted 
after entering. There is every indica- 
tion that death was deliberately sought, 
for Attorney Charles H. Mattingly, who 
at the time occupied the adjoining 
apartment, says the door was closely 
noiselessly, and that he heard no un- 
usual noise until the report of the 
pistol .resounded. The Weapon used 
was but a 32-caliber revolver of cheap 
pattern and make, and the report of 
the shot did not reverberate into the 
corridors. The attorney was therefore 
the only man who heard the shot. He 
stepped out into the hallway and in 
close proximity to the toilet he met the 
janitor of the building, W. W. Weir, 
who, until informed, was unconscious 
of anything having happened. 

Together the two went to the toilet 
room, the janitor climbing on the door. 
He found Poindexter sitting sprawl- 
ingly on the seat, his back and head 
resting against the wall and his legs 
stretched fully out, nearly touching the 
door. His mouth and eyes were wide 
open. Between his legs lay the re- 
volver, which presumably had fallen 
from his grasp after he had fired the 
shot that extinguished his life. A box 
of bullets for a 32-caliber revolver were 
strewn promiscuously about the floor. 
The flow of blood to the mouth was 
sufficient to have caused death by 
strangulation.. 

The Coroner was notified, viewed the 
body and ordered it remgved to the 
rooms of Booth & Boylson. Here the 
inquest was held early yesterday even- 
ing, the Coroner’s jury finding that 
Poindexter came to his death by his 
own hands while temporarily insane. 
Frederick J. Cressy, an insurance man 
and a friend and comrade of the sui- 
cide, testified that he had met Poin- 
dext several times within the last 
few Weeks, and that on one occasion 
he told the witness that he feared he | 


was unable to bear the strain of finan- 
cial worries and that unless fate rem- 
edied his earthly condition for the bet- 
ter soon he would end his struggle 
summarily by blowing out his brains. 
This conversation occurred but a few 
days ago. Mr. Cressey further said 
that to him Poindexter had always 
spoken in a despondent mood. 
Deceased now has a widow on the 
point of death at the Good Samaritan 
Hospital, Ninth and Pear] streets. She 
has been a chronic paralytic for nearly 
a year, and is now ,helpless and bed- 
ridden as a result of an acute stroke 


the brain. 

Her late husband removed with her 
to this city from San Francisco about 
four years ago, in the hope that the 
climate here would benefit her health. 
Previous to this removal of residence 
he is said to have been wealthy. He 
came to the Pacific Coast from Pitts- 
burgh, where he was born. He then 
had money to speculate, and for years 
he was very successful. When the 
salmon canning industry in Alaska was 
at its height, or rather when it was 
started with a boom and given an im- 
petus by large sums of money invested 
by world-famous capitalists in this 
country and England, Poindexter went 
there and started a canning factory. It 
was one of the few pleasurable mo- 
ments of his later lite to tell of his suc- 
cess in this region of ice and snow— 
and wealth. 

After a stay there of several years 
he returned to San Francisco, and be- 
came a speculator. He lost his money 
rapidly, and with his waning fortunes 
the added complaints of ill health. To 
please’ her, for she had suggested it, 
he came to Los Angeles, compelled im- 
mediately, however, to turn account- 
ant for a living, not knowing what else 
to do without capital. From all ac- 
counts it was a struggle for existence 
with him from that time to yesterday, 
when he voluntarily ended it. The 
local work he did gave him an enviable 
reputation as an expert accountant, but 
from the standpoint of the returns from 
his labor, he was unsuccessful, His 
most important work was in connec- 
tion with the books of the defaulting 
treasurer of the Los Angeles Electric 
Company, which he experted. 

Coupled with the worry of this lack 
of employment, his wife became con- 
stantly worse in health, and he suf- 
fered from Bright's disease. During 
her early sickness here Mrs. Poindexter 
was a2 woman of whims, and to gratify 
these the husband was frequently at 
wit’s end, and this, in a measure, his 
friends say, was responsible for his 
partial insanity of late months. Orly 
day before yesterday, Mr. Eakins says, 
he spoke to him about his financial pre- 
dicaments, remarking he did not know 
where the money was coming from to 
pay numerous pressing bills. 

H H. Poindexter was mustered into 
the United States volunteer army dur- 
ing the early part of the civil war 
from Pittsburgh. Besides the invalid 
widow, he leaves a married daughter 
residing in this city, and a married son, 
Theodore, living in San Francisco.

sons and Dr. J. E. Cowles. 

The report of the Committee on 
Church Messenger avas read, advising 
effort on part of rectors, and appoint- 
ment: by the bishop of agents in each 
parish and mission. 

The report of Church Extension So- 
ciety, presented by the Rev. Dr. Trew, 
showed the total] receipts for the past 
year to have been $1131.41; disburse- 
ments, $1122.55; balance in bank, $8.86; 
total resources, $1428.67; total amount 
of endowments, $10,859.25. The society 
has acquired valuable lots for’ the 
church in. Redondo Beach, Inglewood 
and Long Beach; deeds have been re- 
cently executed, though not yet placed 
on record, entrusting to the society, for 
the benefit of St. George’s Mission, El 
Toro, Orange county, land for a burial 
ground, and a house and lot for a 
rectory, and the society has learned 
that, in a will recently drawn up by a 
member of the church in this diocese, 
a large bequest is made to the society 
in trust for the benefit of one of the 
diocesan funds. 

The report of the Committee on Can- 
ons, presented by Dr. Baster, stated 
that lists of communicants in quarterly 
or yearly reports should contain name 
of no communicant who had not com- 
municat during the year preceding.

Resolutions of thanks to St. John’s 
and to the ladies of city parishes for 
luncheons were adopted. 

A resolution on the advisability of 
Bible reading in the public schools was 
referred to the committee of which Rev.

MARKETING THE ORANGE CROP. 
The question of a so-called overproduc- 
tion of fruit has cropped up. from 
time to time ever since California be- 
gan to raise fruit for shipment, on A 
coming orange crop will amount to 
nearly 20.000 carloads has again 
brought this bugaboo prominently to 
the front. In a recent article on this 
subject. the Ontario Observer properly 
remarks that twenty-five or fifty thou- 
sand carloads would not be an over 
production. if only the fruit could be- 
placed in the hands of the consumer 
at a ficure within his reach. Of the 
whole population of the United States, 
not one person in 500 ever had ail the 
oranges he wanted to eat. Oranges 
are considered a luxury, and it is a 
very small percentage of the people 
who can afford luxuries. Make fruit 
less a luxury, or not a luxury at all, 
and there will be no fear of over- 
production. The Observer says: 

“To have larger crops consumed, the 
fruit has golt to be put within the reach 
of a larger number of people, and the 
people already eating oranges have got 
to eat more. This can only be made 
possible by cheapening the fruit, or by 
increasing the means of the consumers. 
It were weil if the purchasing power 
of the people could be generally  in- 
creased, but that is rather too much 
of a problem for the fruit-growers of 
Southern California, so that the other 
alternative of cheapening the fruit is 
the only vwracticable measure to be 
considered. 

“The price of fruit to the consumer 
can be made teas by the use of econ- 
omies in production and distribution. 
Economy in production is the study 
of everv horticulturist in Southern 
California. as well as the subject of 
ecientific and systematic investigation 
at the government experiment sta-, 
tions. Good work Is being done by 
the Southern California Fruit Ex- 
change in instituting greater economies 
in distribution. Coiperation of the 
growers to do their own marketing curs 
out a large number of middlemen, an4 
stops a big leak in the revenues from 
industry. It its absolutely inis- 
pensable to the existence of the citrus 
industrv. not only that this codpera- 
tive organization shall continue to 
live. but also that it shall widen tte 
ephere of its activity, do more of the 
detail. and crowd out more of the 
fellows who are stepping in between 
the producers and consumers to the 
injury of both. The more men that 
live off the citrus industry without 
rendering any service in return, the 
higher must be the price to the con- 
sumer, the less oranges will he be able 
to eat. and ever more dreadful will 
be the crv of ‘overproduction.’ 

“We now come to the most insatta- 
ble leech that is sucking the life- 
blood of the fruit industry. When a 
box of oranges sells for $1.80 in New 
York City, just one-half of § that 
amount is paid in tribute to the rail- 
roads. Assuming that the crop of this 
vear will be 14,000 cars, and that 3230 
boxes are shipped in each. car. the 
railroads would receive, if all the 
fruit had gone to the Far East, $4.15%,- 
000. To be generous, $1,000,000 can be 
“deducted for the cars that have stopped 
at nearer points, and there will still 
remain over $3.000.000 in the hands 
of the railroad corporations As their 
share of the returns from California's 
citrus fruit industry. Verily, here is 
a factor in the overproduction ques- 
tion. It is claimed that when fruit 
is laid down in eastern cities at 
a box. there is not even Then a de- 
mand for twelve or fifteen thousand 
ears. It is certain that after 90 cents 
has been deducted for freight and 
packing and other charges paid, the. 
is not much left-for the grower. — 

‘There can be no question but that 
eastern people would like to ent or- 
anges. California would not only like 
to sell its present crop at a profit, but 
would like in a few years to dispose 
of twice as many oranges.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, May 27.—The stock market 
enjoyed a period of strength this morning, 
but the early gains were practically all wiped 
out before the day. ended, except in a few 
special stocks, which had sustained the list 
all day. Even some of those closed at prices 
as low or lower than last n‘ght’s closing. The 
late weakness was all the more remarkad’e for 
the display of strength, and absorbed a large 
proportion of the day's total dealings. The 
extreme rise, almost three po'nts, was effected 
in the face of pronounced heaviness of the 
general market, which was dropping under a 
persistent dribble in realizing sales. The ad- 
vance in People’s Gas was due to the very 
confident buying on the interests on the in- 
side. It may have been directed against shcrt 
interests, which have been put out in the last 
few days on the strength of threatened litiga- 
tion against the combination of companies. 
After the stock touched par, very heavy 
blocks were taken, and there were prolonged 
periods when it was practically the only stock 
appearing on the tape. Its net gain is nearly 
2% points. Reck Island was advanced almost 
2 points in the early trading, but saved only 
a little over a point of its net gain. The 
Grangers, as a group, sbared in this early 
strength, and there was good buying, also in 
the Vanderbilts. London was a buyer of the 
international stocks in this market, and there 
were conspicuous gains in the case of several 
isolated stocks. Later weakness in the mar- 
ket was undoubtedly due to a growing doubt 
as to the whereabouts of the Spanish fleet. 
There was some awakened activity at times 
in the bond market, and prices were well held 
throughout.

STATE OF TRADE. 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 27.—R..G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow: 

“The nation faces war with a reviving vol- 
ume of business. The West is doing its part 
and more, but at the East also the volume 
of business is now expanding. Without 
abatement in any important line, the great 
outgo of wheat and corn continues to stimu- 
late business at the West, and railroad carn- 
ings show an increase over last year of 15.1 
per cent, in trunk lines, 8.8 per cent. in 
granger roads, and in the other western 
roads 14.6 per cent., while east-bound ship- 
ments from Chicago in three weeks have been 
388,908 tons, against 150,812 last year, and 
164,923 tons in 1892. 

“This is largely because of the enormous 
movement of breadstuffs. Atlantic exports 
of wheat, flour included, have been 3,726,442 
bushels for the week, against 1,536,607 bush- 
els last year, though Pacific exports were 
only $2,184 bushels, against 314,955 bushels 
last year. Wheat receipts at the West do not 
diminish, but run far beyond those of a 
year agd—for the week 4,625,253 bushels, 
against 2.969.173 bushels last year. In four 
weeks exports from both coasts have been 
13,691,874 bushels, against 5,704,334 last year. 
The marvelous feature is the buying of corn, 
exports having reached 5,550,955 bushels for 
the week. against 1,584,511 last year, and in 
four weeks the exports have been 20,285,097 
bushels, against 9,360,091 last year. Yet corn 
closed 3.37 cents lower for the week, al- 
though wheat flour, rising from 1.56 to 1.66 
for May, fell to 1.46 on Friday, while July 
options fell 14 cents. Official and all other 
accounts agree in estimating that the wheat 
yield will be remarkably large this year, in 
spite of the fact that the California crop has 
been much damaged for want of rain. 

“Starting this month with the greatest 
consumption ever known, the tron industry 
has made surprising progress in new orders, 
which” reached about 100,000 tons in bars 
alone, over 50,000 having been placed at Chi- 
cago and 15,000 at Wheeling, mainly resulting 
from the extraordinary demand for agricul- 
tural implements. Heavy contracts’ for 
structural work amount dur'ing the week to 
at least 15,000 tons, with others reported at 
many western cities. Plate contracts, out- 
side of the heavy demand for the govern- 
ment, are very large, and include 5,600,000 
tons for ship yards in Glasgow and Belfast. 
Many structural and bridge contracts at the 
West are pending, with probability of large 
orders during the coming week. 

“A better demand appears for textile goods, 
with a slight advance in print cloths and a 
substantial gain in sales of staples. 

“Wool sales during the week have been 
only 3,748,100 pounds, of which 2,489,100 were 
domestic, against 6,842,400 a year ago, and 
4,221,000 in the same week of 1:92. The man- 
ufacturers are meee supplied with material, 
although some who have heavy government 
contracts are obliged to buy different grades 
of wool than those they have on hand. Activ- 
ity in the market is prevanted by the fact 
that western holders almost universally be- 
lieve in higher prices than can be yet real- 
ized in eastern markets, so that purchas‘ng 
is very light. 

“The silk mills are all busy, and the com- 
ing linen’ manufacture is making a good 
record for itself. 

“Failures for the week have been 245 in 
the United States. against 214 last year, and 
21 in Canada, against 22 last year.’’ 


Bradatreet’s Weekly Review. 


NEW YORK, May 27.—Bradstreet’'s will say 
tomorrow: 

“A total volume of business fully propor- 
tioned to or in excess of that usually noted 
at this season of the year is indicated by re- 
ports to Bradstreet’s this week. The ex- 
ceptions are generally where weather condi- 
tions have made for irregulaity and per- 
haps dullness. In most sections of the coun- 
try the situation generally remains satisfac- 
tory. The volume of bank clearings, as was 
to be expected, shows the contraction usual 
toward. the close of the month of May, but 
with few exceptions the crop situation, the 
volume of railroad earnings, and the reports 
from a number of leading industries, point 
to a maximum volume of business doing in 
most parts of the country. Relatively the 
best trade reports continue, as for some time 
past, to come from the Central West and 
Northwest, where the outleok, both as re- 
gards crop yield and prices, continue emi- 
nently satisfactory to agricultural interests. 

“The wheat situation shows little change 
in the week, but this and next year’s de- 
livery appears to have parted company, as 
shown by the increased stringency of prices 
of wheat for immediate use, pointing to un- 
impaired strength in the near statistical po- 
sition, while on the other hand the large 
yield foreshadowed tends to easiness ‘tn 
next year’s crop deliveries. 

“The price of corn reflects less anxiety 
about the crop, induced by the return of 
weather favorable to planting and growth. 
Weather conditions do not altogether favor 
the cotton crop, dry weather being com- 
plained of throughout most of the Southern 
and Gulf States. 

‘Reports from the iron and steel industries 
are of vary large business being done by the 
mills and furnaces. The demand for mer- 
chant iren and bars is reported very good, 
the latter particularly being a reflection of 
free buying by manufacturers of agricultural 
implements, who report heavy orders, based 
upon flattering cereal crop prospects. The 
market for pig iron is rather more quiet and 
prices at leading centers show shading, con- 
fidence in future large business, however, is 
yet unimpaired. Signs accumulate that the 
long-looked-for improvement in the wool 
trade is nearer realization, rather more busi- 
ness being reported at most eastern markets. 
This, in part, is a result of good buying 
against contracts for government work, and 
partly, also, an outcome of the firmer tone 
and slightly increased activity at western 
markets, where prices resulted firmer. 

“Cereal exports still continue unprece- 
dentedly heavy. wheat shipments for. the 
week aggrecating 4.409,183 bushels, against 
4.964.000 bushels last week, and 2,081,000 
bushels this week a year ago. Corn exports 
are among the largest on record, aggregating 
6,164,456 bushels this week. against 5.550.000 
bushels last week, and 2,185,000 bushels this 
week a year ago. 

‘Busines failures in the United States this 
week number 231, an increase of twenty over 
last week, but compared with 257 this week 
a year ago. Business failures in Canada this 
week number 18. only one-half of those last 
week, and compared with 20 this week a year 
ago.”’ 

Bradstreet’s Financial Review. 


NEW YORK, May 27.—Bradstreet’s finan- 
cial review tomorrow will say: 

“Irregularity in the movement of prices 
this week has been attended by considerable 
bullish sentiment and activity. The war con- 
tinues to be the principal speculative factor, 
and in a large degree restricts the market 
by rendering the outside public unwilling to 
take part in it until there are further and 
even decisively favorable developments. This

RUMOR OF OLIVE WORMS. 

Last spring an army of worms, said to be 
Cncocnemis fortis, attacked several olive 
orchards of this section, and only persistent 
spraying of the trees prevented quite serious 
damage. In the current number of the Cali- 
fornia Cultivator, Prof. A. J. Cook speaks at 
some length regarding the worms. He says: 

“The fact that these insects had not at- 
tracted attention of late, and were attacked 
by a Tachina fly—a species of the order Dip- 
tera—led me to hope that we should not have 
so serious a raid this year. In this I fear I 
was mistaken, for the moths are to the front 
again in force. The same orchard—the old 
Howland, now owned by Mr. McEwen—where 
the moths were first noticed last year, now 
shows, often, ‘hundreds of eggs on a single 
leaf. The stems or twigs are also thickly 
covered. In many cases black scale partly or 
wholly grown are also covered with eggs. 
The eggs are flattencd hemispheres, beauti- 
fully ribbed. Many of the eggs are already 
hatched, and the wee caterpillars are already 
at work, but are too small to attract atten- 
tion. They will soon be large enough to be 
seen, and to do serious harm. The caterpil- 
Jars at first have ten legs, but soon the full 
sixteen are seen. They drop by a thread if 
the limbs are jarred and hang swinging or 
fall quite off to the earth. Often a score or 
more can be made to drop at once, and by 
looking toward the sun they may be easily 
seen, and are indeed a novel sight.. This 
habit makes it casy to determine whether they 
are on the trees or not. Jarring the limbs 
causes their fall; when they are easily and 
+ pad discerned. The remedy tried in the 
McEwen and Loop orchards last year was 
very successful, and should be repeated where 
the insects are thick enough to threaten any 
considerable injury. Use should be made of 
London purple or Paris green, one pound to 
200 gallons of water, and to this should be 
added two or three pounds of freshly-slack- 
ened lime, to prevent any burning of the foli- 
age. The poison must be kept well stirred, 
and the application must be very thorough.” 

If these insects are again present after hav- 
ing made a raid over a good portion of San 
Bernardino and Los Angeles counties last 
year, it is a serious matter. Careful inspec- 
tion of the McEwen and other orchards in the 
‘last two days has failed to find any of the 
worms, or any one who has seen them. It 
is of great importance, however, that grape- 
growers, as well as olive-growers, should be 
on guard against the pest, as it does its work 
with wonderful celerity and effectiveness when 
once it begins.

ALFRED C. GRAY SUFFERS FROM 
AN OVERDOSE OF LAUDANUM,

Increased Husiness Necessitates a 
Larger Steamer for Lower Cali- 
fornia Trade—Branch of the Red 
Cross League Organized — Two 
Annual Receptions. 


SAN DIEGO, May 27. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Alfred C. Gray, a clerk for the 
crockery firm of Boyd & Stahel, was fcund 
yesterday afternoon in his room on E street, 
between Fourth and Fifth, unconscious and 
nearly dead from an overdose of laudanum. 
The fandlady, Mrs. Weed, heard a ratting 
sound in his room and, fearing something ws 
wrong, called a couple of other ladies and 
entered. They found Gray lying across the 
bed, deathly pale, and breathing with diffi- 
culty. He was unconscious. 

Doctors were hastily summoned, and they 
worked over Gray for three hours. Three 
empty bottles that had contained laudanum 
indicated that Gray had tried to commit sui- 
cide, but when he had recovered sufficiently 
to talk, he denied that he had tried to do 
away with bimself. He said he had taken the 
stuff as a narcotic only, but mast have taken 
an overdose. Gray is 27 years of age and 
unmarried. No reasen is known for any de- 
sire on his part to commit suicide. He was 
pronounced out of danger last night.

Visit to the Coronado Islands and 
Their Wonders—Personals. 


HOTEL DEL CORONADO, May 27.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] Manager E. 8S. Bab- 
cock of the hotel took a party of gentlemen 
to the Curonado Islands yesterday. He went 
out to find a suitable place for building a 
small wharf and a comfortable camp house 
for the use of guests who desire to go to 
the islands and remain over right. The 
party included Gen. Churchill, Col Davis, 
Adolph Roos of San Francisco, J. M. Stude- 
baker of South Bend, Ind., Godfrey brothers 
of New York, Oliver Lippincott of Los An- 
geles, W. Luss‘ter of San Francisco, W. §. 
Goodlett, Ira E. Bennett, Alexis Bjornson, 
Dunne, Capt. Divoort and Stanley 


The island nearest to Hotel del Coronado 
is 14% miles distant, almost directly south. 
The run was made in the tug Santa Fé in 
a _— of hours, the party enjoying the 
smooth sea and many interesting sights 
along the coast. The famous Point of Rocks 
was passed, where cliffs as large as those of 
La Jolla stand out from the breakers. 

The first landing was made on South Coro- 
nado Island, known officially as Espiritu 
Santo Island. This, it is said, was the first 
glimpse of land seen by Cabrillo on his voy- 
age of discovery.up the coast. Here luncheon 
was eaten. As the cliffs rise almost from 
the water's edge, and there is not enough 
level land to build a house upon, the tug 
proceeded half around it, and then across to 
North Island, or Corpus Christi. 

On the southwestern side of South Island 
is a natural fountain, caused by the filling 
of a cavity in the rocks by the surf, and the 
discharge of the water through a hole twenty 
feet above. It can be seen for miles. 

As the tug approached the northern island, 
the natural bridge that connects it with a 
smaller island came into wiew. The erurf 
boiled and choked under the bridge, com- 
pletely filling the aperture, and boiled cut 
on the other side. Excellent photographs 
were obtained of this and other remarkable 
pieces of scenery. Suddenly the tug sounded 
her. hoarse siren, which reverberated along 
the cliffs, and sent thousands of sea birds 
flying from their high nests. Gulls, cormo- 
rants, pelicans, loons, ducks and other birds, 
mixed i#@iscrinifnately, flew wildly abcut, 
screaming and scolding. 

A landing was made where the blue water 
is quiet as a@ lake. Its depths were very 
clear, and fish could be seen swimming 
about. Mr. Roos, an enthusiastic fisherman, 
caught a number of big fish, including white- 
fish, rock bass and sheepshead. 

Half a dozen of the party, led by Capt. 
Dunne climbed up the cliffs and hunted for 
pelican nests. At a height of 450 feet, just 
under the summit, hundreds of nests were 
found, where young birds of all ages were 
found. The rocks were white with guano. 
The pelicans stuck out their ugly beaks at 
the intruders, but for all that half a dozen 
oung, just learning to fly, were. captured.

of the island scores of seals were seen, sun- 
ning themselves. Rocks hurled down at 
them caused a terrific commotion and bark- 
in a cave half-way up the cliff an eagle's 
nest was found, but no young. Rats’ bur- 
rows could be seen in many places. Doves 
flew up in coveys of twenty, but aside from 
these signs of life the islands are deserted. 
They are entirely destitute of water except 
for a deep natural lake, which was promptly 
ehristened Montezsuma's Well. The cove 
where the tug stopped was named Dewey 
Bay. 

One of the best photographs obtained was 
where the surf strikes a gigantic slanting 
ledge, at the bottom of which is a round 
hole s'x or eight feet in diameter. As the 
incoming surge strikes this hole, the water 
is thrown into boiling foam, and rises some- 
times forty feet into the air. At this point 
the face of the island !s extremely bold, 
rocky and precipitous, with many-colored 
rock, forming a noble picture against the 
sky and sea.

Tenth street, and a: 415 o'clock the rails 
were laid to the north line of Bleventh street. 
Work was then suspended, and the train

The action of the railroad company was 
not unexpected. On April 18, the retiring 
Board of City Trustees granted the company 
‘the franchise for a right-of-way for an ex- 
tensicn of its line on Market street, between 
Tenth and Eleventh streets. On the same 
day the newly-elected’ Board of Trustees re- 
scinded such action. Subsequently the new 
board passed the franchise in si ghtiy amended 
form, up to its second reading, and on Tues- 
day of this week turned the same franchise 
down, on the votes of Trustees Kingman, 
Brown and Peters. 

William McBean, who has strenuously ob- 
jected to the granting of the franchise, was 
notified that the railroad people were laying 
track over the coveted ground, and he, in 
company with Trustee Peters, attempted to 
get out an injunction, but the injunction was 
not obtainable.

SANTA MONICA. 
City Officials Inapect Waterworks. 


A Long Delayed Marriage. 


SANTA MONICA, May 27.—({Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The City Trustees and a large 
number of citizens this morning visited the 
water development and distributing plant of 
the Santa Monita Land and Water Company, 
upon invitation of C. H. Forbes, the com- 
pany’s president. Carriages were provided 
for the trip. 

The company has extended its works so as 
to greatly increase their water-producing 
capacity. The company's water supply has 
heretofore been obtained from what is known 
as the old system, the estimated constant 
output of which is 450 gallons per minute. 
The new supply has been developed on 
grounds near the same locality, and not 
far from Barrett. Six wells have been bored 
to depths ranging from 125 to 325 feet. They 
have been cased with piping ranging from 
nina to twelve inches in internal diameter, 
the casings having been driven and after- 
ward perforated at a certain depth so as to 
permit entrance of water by percolation. The 
natural flow from the six wells amounts to 
eighty gailons per minute on a level from 
which it will run into the company’s reser- 
voir by gravity. The recently-installied pump- 
ing plant, which hag been connected with 
three of the wells, has increased the capacity 
to 600 gallons per minute, and it may be fur- 
ther increased by connecting the pumping 
plant with the other three wells. ese fig- 
ures are said to be based on the constant 
flow, such as there would be at the dryest 
period. The flow from the wells seems to 
be affected little or none by local conditions, 


the source apparently being at a distant 
point. 
The pumping or lifting is done by means 


of compressed air. The air is applied by a 
novel method. The device employed is dif- 
ficult of adjustment, but seems to work well 
where it is desired to raise the water but 
a short distance. At the central station are 
two gasoline motors having an aggregate of 
forty horse power. The power generated from 
them is applied to the pumping of air and 
storing it compressed in a tank. From this 
tank pipes of one inch internal diameter 
run to each of the wells to be operated. A 
pipe of four or five inches internal diameter 
and with its upper end above the top of the 
well, runs down to the proper depth into 
the well, the lower ends of this pipe, as well 
as its upper end, being open. The simall pipe 
carrying the compressed air is run down into 
the well between the other pipe and the 
casing, and turned upward a short distance 
into the other a A @ compressed air, es- 
caping upward with great force, carries large 
quantities with it above the normal level of 
the water in the well. The water thus raised 
rae into the desired conduits to the reser- 
voir.
